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FARM ERS’ ALLIANCE. 
Call Issued for a Third P arty Con­ 
ference. 
O c a la (Fla.),December5th.-TbeXalioeal 
Alliance passed a'resolutiou reciting that 
the United States census returns with re­ 
spect to farm mortgages are grossly incor­ 
rect, and calling upon all the coun'y and 
safc-Ailiances in all the States to take im ­ 
mediate steps toward securing accurate 
statistics from the count;; records and make 
prompt reports thereon. 
A resolution asking that the World’s 
Fair be closed on Sunday passed without 
opposition. 
National Secretary Turner submitted bis 
annual report. During the past year 1,069 
new charters were issued to sub-Ailiances, 
as follows: West Virginia, 252; Colorado, 
142; Indiana. 132; Michigan, 100; Virginia, 
95; Illinois. 87; South Carolina, 83; Ohio, 
91; Pennsylvania, 39; New Jtrstv, 20; 
Minnesota, 5; Iowa, 5; Oregon, 1; Okla­ 
homa, 1. States charters were issued to the 
following States and Territories: Indiana. 
Illinois, Colorado. Michigan, West Virginia, 
Oklahoma and North Dakota. 
Some question bavmg been raised as to 
the unammousindorsement of the St. Louis 
platform by the National Alliance last year, 
Livingston of Georgia moved its adoption 
by the present body. Some debate followed, 
but the motion was adopted with an 
amendment, so as to demand Government 
control of the railroads and telegraph lines, 
and if this shall not result in relief to the 
masses and in checking or curing the « list­ 
ing evils, the Government shall become 
the actual owners of such lines. Thi3 plat­ 
form does not include the Sub-Treasury 
bill.An amendment was adopted that every 
Alliance lecturer in the State and National 
and all newspaper organs of the Alliance 
shall support the platform or suffer sus­ 
pension from the Order; tba! no candidate 
for any national political office shad be 
supported by the Alliance units; he in­ 
dorses the platform, and any sub Alliance 
not complying wiih the3e re:tric:ions may 
be suspended at the pleasure of the Presi­ 
dent. 
The St. Louis platform, as thu3 amended, 
was adopted unanimously upon a call oi 
the roll by States. 
Colonel LiTinastone of Georgia. from the 
Committee on Organization, made a re 
port favoring an ultimate union between 
the National Farmers’ Alliance and In­ 
dustrial Union and the Farmers' Mutual 
Benefit Association. Under this plan the 
Benefit Association wiil still maintain a 
separate organization, but be entitled to 
representation in the National Alliance. 
The Council and Executive Committee 
of each organization will meet hereafter 
and arrange the details of the union. The 
report was adopted. 
Dr. Macune, Chairman of the National 
Executive Committee, submitted his an­ 
nual report. It referred at length to the 
sub-Treasury bill drawn and presented to 
Congress. The committee's mission in this 
respect is virtually ended, because the A l­ 
liance had elected several Congressmen 
who would look after pushing the bill 
through the National legislature. In a 
short time, he said. Congress wiii pass the 
bill. If not willingly, then by a compro­ 
mise. 
The report recommended the reduction 
of the salary of all the National Alliance 
officers ar.d the removal from Washington 
of the President's office, inasmuch as ;he 
retention of it there entails an expense not 
commensurate with its usefulness. 
At the conclusion of the report Dr. Ma­ 
care addressed the Convention upon the 
policy of the Alliance, especially with ref­ 
erence to its position np >n leading public 
measures, and its attitude tow ara the 
Democrats and Republicans in future po­ 
litical contests. 
In conversation with an Associated Fress 
representative. 
Colonel 
Livingston, of 
Georgia, said that if the policy’ outlined by 
Macune was adopted, it cannot fail to have 
a marked effect. 
It would commit the 
Alliance of the South almost solidly against 
a third party. 
“Before February, 1892," said he, ‘ we 
shall have a chance to sec which one of the 
two leading political parties will show its 
willingness to accede to our demands. If 
neither listens to us. then it will be time 
for us to act independently. I see no possi­ 
ble chance for the Republican party to se­ 
cure the Alliance vote of the South, while 
it stands on the present protective tariff 
platform. It will have to wholly forfeit its 
present identity as a political party and 
I do not see any possible chance of this 
coming about.” 
“Do you think,” said the reporter, “that 
the Democratic party of the North would 
join the Southern Democrats on an Alliance 
platform ? ’ 
“I do; I think more, and make the pre­ 
diction that the Democratic National Con­ 
vention of 1892 will adopt the Alliance St. 
Louis platform.” 
The annual election of officers was held 
this afternoon. President Polk and Vice­ 
President Cover of Kansas were unani­ 
mously re-elected. J. H. Turner, of Geor­ 
gia, was elected Secretary, and J. S. W ill­ 
etts, of Kansas. National Lecturer. 
A committee was appointed to memo­ 
rialize Congress for the suppression of lot­ 
teries. 
T. V. Powderly and A. W. Wright, 
members of the Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor, arrived here this after­ 
noon. At a public meeting to-night they 
spoke. Powderly. in his address, said it 
was lime for the lawyers to stand aside and 
give the farmers a chance, as well as the 
merchants and laborers. 
THE CALL. 
Following is the call for a third party 
conference signed by General Rice and John 
Davis, of Kansas, and about seventy-five 
others: 
“In unity there is strength, therefore, it 
is desirable that there should be a union of 
all the variously named industrial organ­ 
izations that stand on common ground. To 
this end the individuals from the various 
States whose names are hereto signed, 
name this call for a National Conference, 
to be composed of delegates from the fol­ 
lowing organizations, namely: 
Farmers' 
Alliance, Farmers' Mutual Benefit Associ­ 
ation, Citizens’ Alliance, Knights of Labor, 
and all other industrial organizations that 
support the principles ot the St. Louis 
agreement of 1889; each State organization 
to send one delegate from each Congres­ 
sional district and two from the State at 
large; each district organization to send 
not less than three delegates, and each 
county delegation not less than one dele­ 
gate, to be chosen according to custom of 
each respective organization, during the 
month of January, 1891; also, that the edi­ 
tor of each newspaper is hereby invited as 
a delegate who has advocated the princi­ 
ples of the St. Louis agreement ana sup­ 
ported the Alliance candidates nominated 
in 1890; the delegates to meet in the city of 
Cincinnati. Ohio, on Monday, the 23d day 
of February, 1891, for the purpose of form­ 
ing a National Union p a r : based upon 
the fundamental ideas of tinsace, transpor­ 
tation, labor and land, in furtherance of 
the work already begun by those organiza­ 
tions and preparatory for the united strug­ 
gle for country and home in the great po­ 
litical conflict" now pending, that must de­ 
cide who in this country is sovereign, the 
citizen or the dollar.' 


THE THIRD-PARTY MOVEMENT. 
The third-party movement is gainiDg 
ground rapidly. The presence here of so 
many representatives of the national labor 
and industrial organizations strengthens 
the opinion that the entire “reform” ele­ 
ment of the c . untry will join the new 
movement. 
Western and non-Western 
delegates are said to be practically united 
in indorsing the Rice-Davis call, and it is 
predicted they wiil demand of Southern 
Democrats in the Alliance that they join 
in the movement. This is in payment of 
the debt incurred by the latter to the West­ 
ern Alliance men who sat by and raised no 
protest against too passage of the anti­ 
election bill resolution 
It is not believed, 
however, the Southern members will re­ 
nounce one particle cf tbeir allegiance to 
the Democratic party. This third party 
project is the uppermost topic of discussion 
in the hotels and evervwhtre in the city 
outside of the Alliance. Hall. 
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O fficials Indicted for Giviug; R ebates to 
Shippers. 
CniCAGO, December 5 b.—The Federa' 
Grand Jury Las returned indictments 
against John M. Ejgan, President and 
General Manager cf the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Kansas City Railroad; Thomas Miller, 
General Freight Agent of the Chicago, 
I’uriington and Quincy, and J. M Juhn, 
General Freight Agent of the Chicago, 
Rock lslcnd and Pacific, for giving rebates 
to shippers. 
The cases Lave been the subject of a 
Grand Jury investigation the past week. 
It was in this inquiry that Charles Coun- 
selman and Treasurer Peasly, of the Bur­ 
lington road, go; into trouble with Judge 
Blodgett, and it is oa these cases that the 
interstate law will be tested. Janus H. 
Lang, Manege r of the freight department 
of the Illinois Steel Company, was also in­ 
dicted for oflenses against the law. 
TRANSCONTINENTAL TRADE. 
New Y ork, Derember 5:h.—Dow-Jones’ 
Boston spt lal says: The total amount of 
business involved in the transcontinental 
trade is about $23,000,030, ot which about 
half refers to California and hall to the 
Northwest Pacific coast. The gross amount 
of business collected by Eastern agents has 
not equalled the salaries and office ex­ 
penses and so far as the Union Pacific is 
concerned, it was proposed before Gould 
took control to abolish them altogether, 
except so fir as the Chicago and North­ 
western might choose to maint’aiu them. 
Under Goulds plan these competitive 
transcontinental agencies are to be merged 
or abolished altogether. We understand, 
also, that Gould’s plan for the Union P a-j 
citic contemplates that the Chairman for 
tUe-Board of Directors and the President 
shall be located in the West. 
THE UNION PACIFIC 
N ew Y o r k. December 5:h.—It is rumored 
in Wall street that the Union Pacific has a 
floating debt of about twelve millions, and 
a receivership is probable. Jay Gonid was 
interviewed, and said: “The talk of a re­ 
ceiver !3 ridiculous. As to the floating 
debt, I haven't had time to ¡cok im o it.” 
Sage declined to be interviewed. 
Vice-President Laue referred the ques­ 
tioner to Gotild. 
George Gould said: “Ihe first I have 
heard of it.” 
Alex. E. Orr declined an interview. 
One oi Gould's associates said : “I un­ 
derstand the floating debt l:as been as high 
as $20,000,000 recently, and there would 
have beeu a receiver tLis month if there 
had not beeu achauge in the management.'’

C orrespondence G rowing Out of the Ail'air 
T ransm itted to th e H ouse. 
W ash in gton, December 5th.—The Pres­ 
ident to day transmitted to the Hou-e the 
correspondence growing out of the killing 
of General Barruudia by Guatemalan offi­ 
cers on board the Pacific Mail steamer Aca­ 
pulco in the p >rt of San Jose. Secretary 
Blaine, in tbe letter laying the correspond­ 
ence before the President, says it will be 
observed the last report of Minister Mizner 
contains matter essential to a full and accu­ 
rate understanding of the case and v.as 
dated September 23d and not received at 
the department until October 9:b, several 
days af'er the adjournment of Cougress. 
The correspondence consists of ten in­ 
closures. The first is a telegram from 
Minister Mizner to Blaine dated August 
2S:h. The last letter from Pdaine to Miz­ 
ner was dated November 18:h, announcing 
that he can see uo justification of Miztier’s 
course; '.hat this Government disavows 
his acnon, and directing him to turnover 
the affairs of the legation to Kimberly in 
charge and return to the United States. 
In Mizner’s first letter to Secretary Bisine, 
dated August 29 b, with regard to’the kill­ 
ing of Barrondia, he quotes the communi­ 
cation to Captain Puts, dated the 27th, 
stating that Guatemala, like any other na­ 
tion. has the right to arrest a person on a 
neutral ship in its own waters in time of 
war for any cause deemed an offense under 
the international law. 
In a later telegram to Captain Pitts, Miz­ 
ner says: “If your ship is within one 
league of the territory of Guatemala, and 
you have on board Barruudia, it becomes 
your duty under the law of nations to de­ 
liver him to the authorities of Guatemala 
upon their demands, allegations having 
been made to this Legation that Barrnndia 
is hostile to and an enemy of this Repub­ 
lic Guarantees have been mace to me by 
this Government that his life shall not be 
in any danger of any other punishment in- 
fbeted upon him other than for the causes 
charged.’’ 
The allusion to Barrundia's personal 
safety, Mizuer says, were at his request 
promised the night before by the President. 
Subsequently he received a telegiam from 
Commander Reiter of the navy acknowl­ 
edging Gnat am.alas right over the steamer, 
and requesting the Minister to obtain from 
the Government the return of Barrundia to 
Mexico in the Thetis. The Minister of 
Foreign Relations positively declined to 
accede to this request. 
All the circumstances, and Barrundia's 
well known hostility to the republic and 
his attempted invasion from Mexico, Miz­ 
ner says, decided his course, and he accord­ 
ingly, in response to the request for writ­ 
ten and not telegraphic ordeis, sen*. Captain 
Pius a letter advising the Captain to sub­ 
mit to the arrest of his passenger. The 
following day Commander Reiter tele­ 
graphed Barrundia's death while resisting 
arrest. 
Under date of September 233. in a letter 
to Blaine, Mizner justifies his course, and 
says that on the 18ih he cailed on the Min­ 
ister of Foreign lleiations fur an explana­ 
tion of the affair. In the interview the 
Minister stated with emphasis that h ¡3 
Government had given positive ordeis to 
take Barrundia from the Acapulco, even to 
sinking th? ship, notwithstanding it might 
have involved u conflict wiih our two war 
vessels. This, he said, would have been iu 
the exercbe of the undoubted right of his 
Government over iis own waters, iu which 
he was confident the 1iws of nations would 
he.ve sustained it. Mizner says he had 
never heard of these orders before. 
He then gives the decision of Secretary 
Bayard in the Gomez Mexican case, and 
concludes : “I confidently add that nothing 
will tend so tiiuch to the establishment of 
permanent peace iu these republics as the 
plain declaration that our fleet of steamers 
caunot be used in loca! waters as an asylum 
for revolutionists.” 
The correspondence closes with a letter 
from Blaine to Mizner, dated November 
16th, in which he reviews the case at 
iength, aDd says: “The more the question 
is examined in the light of the important 
facts, tardily disclosed, the deeper becomes 
Ihe regret that you so far exceeded your 
legitimate authority as to sign a paper 
which, in the hands of officers of Guate­ 
mala, became their warrant for the capture 
of Barrundia. In the case of Gomez, which 
you offer as an excuse for your conduct, I 
fail to find any support of your action. I 
am aware that it may be sa'id that after all 
you merely advised the Captain of 
his duty. Eut the Captain 
did not 
simDly seek advice. In his telegram 
from 
Champerico 
he says that on 
his arrival at San Jose, he will place him­ 
self under orders of the American Min­ 
ister. He again telegraphed to you later 
from Champerico that he was awaiting 
your instructions, and at San Jose he ex­ 
pected your Written orders. 
“In his last telegram to you, dispatched 
from San Jose on arriving at tba: port on 
the evening of August 27 th, he categorically 
inquires: 'Shall I deliver General Bar- 
rundía to the authorities? If so, please send 
me a letter with your signature to that 
effect.’ 
“There is not here the slightest sugges­ 
tion that Captain Pitts proposed to act 
otherwise than on your order and your re­ 
sponsibility. It wa3 under these circum­ 
stances that you wrote the letter which be­ 
came in the hands of the Guatemalans a 
pretext for the attempted seizure of Bar- 
rundía.” 
The Secretary says that through Miz­ 
ner s action “the naval force of the United 
States in those waters thus became an ac­ 
quiescent spectator of events, although a 
merchant vessel of the United States was 
then lying under the muzzle of guns 
manned by men who, as you state, you 
had every reason to believe were prepared 
to resort to any act of violence, even, as 
Senor Aneuino has Bince declared to you, 
to sinking the ship, notwithstanding it 
might have involved a conflict with our 
two war vessels then and there present. 
“ I am net disposed, 'continues Blaine, 
“to pay undue regard to these post facto 
threats which now are reported to the De­ 
partment. I prefer to think that by the 
extravagant language, uncontrolled by ac­ 
tual presence of the problem which he 
was permitted to solve so much to his 
satisfaction, Senior Auguirre has done 
injustice to his own sense of humanity. To 
have sunk the Acapulco with her freight of 
innocent lives in th* execution of a purpose 
for the accomplishment of which nstbing 
but unlawful and invalid excuses have so 
far been advanced, would have been an act 
of savage warfare, and I am instructed by 
the President to say that he earnestly 
trusts the time will never come when the 
course of events in Guatemala, or the de­ 
clared purpose of her rulers, will constrain 
this Government to insure the safety of its 
merchant vessels entering the waters of 
Guatemala by stationing naval vessels 
along the coast and opposite the ports of 
that country.” 
Secretary Blaine «informs Mizner that if, 
instead of accepting the lawless and 
turbnlent condition of affairs as the 
ground of his advice and consent to sur­ 
render Barrnndia, he had made it the basis 
of a suggestion to Commander Reiter to 
offer him hospitality on board, within or 
without the waters of Guatemala, and 
with or without tbe consent of tbe Gov­ 


ernment, his action would have the sanc­ 
tion of humane and recognized precedents. 
Biaine chased the letter as follows: 
“On more than one occasion this Gov­ 
ernment has permitted its legations and 
ships of war to offer hospitality to political 
refugees. This was done from motives of 
humanity. 
Its views would not have 
been less pronounced if, iu addition to the 
humane aspect of the subject, it also had 
been confrouted witu the duty of prevent­ 
ing the decks of its merchant vessels from 
being made the theater ol illegal violence, 
upon groundless and unlawful excuses, 
aud without even the pretense of legal 
formality. 
“For "your course, therefore, in inter­ 
vening to permit the authorities of Guate­ 
mala to accomplish their desire—the cap­ 
ture of Barrundia—I can discover no justi­ 
fication. 
A'ou were promptly informed 
that your act was regretted. I am directed 
by the President to inform you that it is 
disavowed. The President is, moreover, cf 
the opinion that your usefulness in Central 
America Í3 at an end. You will, therefore, 
leave your post wúh convenient dispatch, 
turning over your legation to Kimberly as 
Charge d’Alfjirts ad interim, through 
whom your letter of recall will subsequently 
be presented to the Guatema'.ian Govern­ 
ment.”

The 
purchaser was a boy afciut 17 years old, 
who gave his name as T. A. Hibbard, and 
said lie desired to use the drug for neu­ 
ralgia. 
Mr. Oberdeen - described tbe boy 
as being of fair complexion, wiih light 
hair and rather short of stature. He has 
seen him before, but had no acquaintance. 
Officer Monahan recognized iu tne descrip­ 
tion a counterpart ot Harry, the Is vear- 
old son of M. H. Hibbard, tne gentleman 
subjected to the drug, end the identity of 
the burglar is ccnceutd settled. A further 
iuves'igaiioa fully confirmed tbe opinion. 
It was learned that the young man, 
though iris father is a mechanic and 
obliged to toil fur bis bread, w iil neither 
work nor attend school, it being his cus­ 
tom to leave lum e at an early hour in the 
morning aim to s(iend his time in roaming 
the streets, only returning in the evening, 
when driven back by hunger. 
The boy Harry occupied a room on the 
same floor as the father and mother. Afier 
full inquiry had been made, Mr. Hibbard 
was iutorwed that the officers had reason 
to believe they were on the track of the 
right party, and that if he would swear out 
a John Doe warrant they would proceed 
with the work.it not being deemed prudent 
to inform him at the time as to the identity 
of ihe criminal. 
Mr. Hibbared readily complied with 
their request, and a stiil hunt was then 
made lor the boy. The officers had not 
anticipated that he would attempt flight, 
asid they were much chagrined when 
hours of diligent search failed to reveal 
any trace of him, afier he left the beakfast 
table about 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 
This morning Mrs. Hibbard, the boy’s 
mother, discovered that her gold watch 
and chain and two rings, one her wedding 
ring, had been stolen from between the 
mattresses of her bed. The chain wa3 val • 
ued especially as a memento, it being a 
gifr from her deceased mother. 
It is thought these articles of jewelry 
were not taken at the time of the chloro­ 
form episode, but that the taking was an 
after consideration. 
The Hibbards iast evening had reluct­ 
antly come to share in the convictions of 
the officers, T. A. Hibbard, uncle of the 
boy, having visited Sauta Clara during the 
afternoon, and ascertained for him self the 
purchase of chloroform. The boy disap­ 
peared and has not been found, though it 
thought he is concealed in the city. 
CHINESE IM M IGRATION. 
The C ocgrcseioual C om m ittee Taking 
T estim ony at San F rancisco. 
San F ra n c is c o . December 5th.—The Joint 
Congressional Committee appointed at the 
last session of O ngress to investigate im ­ 
migration and Chinese immigration, ar­ 
rived in this city yesterday afternoon from 
Portland, Or.

The proceedings were taken in 
full by an official stenographer, who ac­ 
companies the party, and a transcript of 
the evidence will be filed with both houses 
of Congress. 
A number of witnesses were examined 
this afternoon, among them being Collector 
Phelps and Court Commissioner McAllister.

rive from Hongkong. The committee wiil 
visit the Pacific Mail dock in the morning 
and observe the manner in which the re­ 
manded Chinese are returned, and also ob­ 
serve how those arriving here are laaped 
on writs of habeas corpus.

G ladstone W aired Upon by a C om m ittee 
of the Irish Farty. 
L o n d o n , December 5th.—Redmond, Sex­ 
ton, Hsaly, Learny and the two whips. 
Power aud Deasy, with the exception oi 
Parnell, being all the commi'tee appointed 
at yesterday’s meeting to confer with Glad­ 
stone, drove to his residence this afternoon. 
At! the members of the committee, except 
the whips, entered the house. The confer­ 
ence was purely private. 
Ten minutes before the arrival of the 
Irish delegation Morley, Sir William Ver­ 
non Harcourt, Earl Spencer and Earl 
Granville, who had been conferring with 
Gladstone, took their departure. 
The conference with the Irish committee 
lasted one hour, and upon its conclusion 
the delegates returned to the room in the 
House of Commons in wh'ch the proceed­ 
ings of the Nationalise are being held. 
Assurances were given by Gladstone to 
the delegates that wiil fully saiiaiy the'ma- 
j irity of the Nationalists that he will make 
a genuine attempt to deal with tbe con­ 
stabulary and the land questions to the 
satisfaction of the Irish people. 
Gladstone declined to accept Parnell's 
suggestion that he summou Morley and 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt to receive 
the joint delegation of the two sections of 
the Irish party. He insisted that if he re­ 
ceived them the arrangements should be at 
his own discretion. 
. 
The Irish whips to day, acting for the 
Irish party, requested Gladstone uncondi­ 
tionally to receive th- delegates Lesmy and 
Redmond, represen:ing Parnell and Sex­ 
ton, aud Healy representing Parnell's op­ 
ponents. To this Gladstone consented. 
’ 
The colleagues of the Liberal leader were 
not present a: the meeting. Their attend­ 
ance was considered unnecessary, Glad­ 
stone having consulted them prior to the 
interview. 
Gladstone at the meeting ia no .way 
pledged himself, nor did he use language 
importing that he was able himself to de­ 
fine the course that the Liberal party would 
adopt in the position in which it was placed. 
Gladstone gave the Irish delegates a cor­ 
dial reception. He discussed the whole 
position of the Liberals, the present polit­ 
ical situation, aud the probable effects of 
Parnell s retention of the Irish leadership 
on the Libera! party. 
Heaiy and Sexton, the anti-Parnell mem­ 
bers of the delegation, are satisfied with the 
result of (he interview with Gladstone. 
The Liberal leader enve no definite promise 
regarding tbe points submitted, but said 
sufficient, in their opinion,to justify the ma­ 
jority of the Irish party iu considering his 
assurances satisfactory. 
Morley was present at the conference, 
and when it was over he remained in con­ 
sultation with Gladstone. Subsequently 
he told the reporters that Gladstone dia 
not intend to publish anything regarding 
the meeting. Tbe delegates were also re­ 
luctant to give the particulars of the inter­ 
view, which they regarded as strictly con­ 
fidential. 
THE MEETING TO DAY. 
London, December 5th.—W hen, pursu­ 
ant to adjournment, the meeting cf the 
Nationalist party to consider the question 
of Parnell’s l*ndership, reassembled at 
noon there was a full representation of 
the party present. 
It was announced that th9 committee 
appointed to wait on Gladstone had not 
returned from their mission, and au ad­ 
journment war taken until 4 o’clock, pend­ 
ing their arrival. 
Wben the members reassembled, a reso- 
lurion was adopted empowering the four 
delegates to negotiate with Gladstone in 
connection with the question relative to 
the constabulary aud the agrarian diffi­ 
culty. It is understood Gladstone sug­ 
gested this course with a view of placing 
the negotiations, which may follow the 
conference which took place to-day be­ 
tween himself and the Irish delegates, on 
an authorized footing. 
Before appointing a committee of four 
the meeting rescinded Clancy’s amend­ 
ment, approved yesterday. It is surmised 
that this action was taken at the request of 
Gladstone, ia order to permit a freer basis 
for negotiations. 
The meeting then adjourned until to­ 
morrow, the evening session being aban­ 
doned. 
The Nationalists adjourned until to mor­ 
row, having abandoned their intention to 
meet this evening. 
PARNELL WILL VINDICATE HIMSELF. 
New Y ork, December 4th —The Catholic 
News has received the following from its 
Dublin correspondent, Thomas Sharlock : 
“On authority which I have good reason 
to consider excellent, I make the statement 
that Parnell has assured at least two mem­ 
bers of the Irish Parliament party that the 
charge made against him hy Captain 
O'Shea is utterly without foundation in 
fact, and that he looks forward to a near 
time when he will be able to prove as much, 
with good resulls to the Irish cause. I am 
personally acquainted with the two gentle­ 
men named to me, and indeed I know 
them well enough to be able to say off hand 
that for political reasons they would follow 
Parnell to the end, even if they were satis­ 
fied there were blemishes on his private 
character.

Indians in O klahom a E xciting th e TVhite 
Settlers. 
O klahom a C ity, December 5th.—Cap­ 
tain Stiles, in command of the military 
forces at Oklahoma City, Í3 beseiged by 
numerous inquiries as to what steps shall 
be taken by ihe authorities to protect the 
settlers about Frisco, a small villaje fifteen 
miles southwest of here, against an Indian 
uprising. The scare amounts to a panic. 
Within a mile and a half of the village 
nearly 6,000 Indians, counting squaws and 
children, are encamped. Many of them 
are on their way to the Bad Lands, and 
tbeir whoops and yells can be heard day 
and night. 
NOVEL PROPOSITION. 
W ashington, December 5th.—Secretary 
Proctor has a novel plan for determining 
the present Indian trouble and for prevent­ 
ing similar difficulties in thefatute. The 
Secretary made an argument before the 
House Committee on Military Affairs and 
proposed the increase of the maximum 
strength of the army to its former quota of 
30,000 men of ail arms. If this is done, he 
said he would immediately enlist two lull 
regiments of Indians, all for the full term 
of three years ar.d all to be treated in every 
respect like the white soldiers. The Indian 
force would consist of both infantry and 
artillery. 
The Secretary thinks the routine of mili­ 
tary life would be agreeable to the Indians, 
and it is believed by tbe War Department 
officials that there would be a great rivalry 
among the Indiens to be enlisted. It 
would also keep the department ia closer 
touch with the Indians and enable them to 
he more quickly apprised of an” dissatis­ 
faction among the redskins. The mem­ 
bers cf the Military Committee received 
the proposition very favorably, and it is 
thought they will act affirmatively. 
LITTLE FAITH IN INDIAN PROMISES. 
St. P au l, December 5th.—A Pine Ridge 
Agency, S. I)., special to the Pioneer Press 
says: Agent Roger made a special issue of 
ninety head of beeves to tbe Indians at the 
agency to-day.

TWO SIDES TO THE SPRAYING QUES­ 
TION—DSEFTJL PLANTS. 


H o w to F eed Stock W hen It Is Up for 
F a tten in g —H ow to Ju d ge W o o l— 


Y oung P ig s—F arm Notes» 


A M ercer county (X . J .) correspondent 
o f th e Rural 
Yorier writes : “T here 
are two sides to the question of spraying 
trees to preserve th e fruit. 
I t is as yet 
som ething of an experim ent. 
W h ile the 
advocates of the practice can give e x ­ 
am ples of apparantly great benefits d e ­ 
rived from it, its opponents can point to 
failures of sprayed trees to bear well and 
to great crops w here no insecticide had 
beeu used. 
T here can be no doubt th at 
all leaf-eating enemies of our fruit trees 
can be destroyed by spraying, if it is 
effectually done. 
T he num ber of applica­ 
tions w ill necessarily depend very m uch 
on th e am ount ol rainfall, aud th e kind 
of insect one m ay wish to kill, and also on 
th e thoroughness of the spraying and the 
im m ediate surroundings. 
F o r instance, ii 
we spray for th e tent caterpillar, bu t neg­ 
lect the wild cherry and some other trees, 
we m ust expect 10 have to spray often and 
not always q uite satisfactorily. 
F or the 
curculio we m ust spray alm ost before the 
leaves start in th e spring, and if it rains 
th e work will have to be repeated. 
T he 
codling m oth is at work very soon after 
th e blossoms falls or before, and continues 
busy for some days. 
Spraying for the 
scab is a long and som ew hat expensive 
operation for late varieties, and in sum ­ 
m ers like th e past here, to m ake th e work 
thorough, 
it 
should 
he 
done, on 
an 
average, 
every 
ten 
days. 
I t 
is 
hard 
to 
get 
it 
done 
as 
th e 
m a­ 
jo rity of farm hands and 
fruit-grow ers 
look on it as a hum bug, aud they th in k it 
will m ake no difference how m uch it may 
be slighted. 
I t took some tim e to teach 
farm ers how to kill the potato beetles. 
“T he success of spraying for the apple 
and pear scab is not so obvious as th a t of 
spraying for the potato beetle. I t may’ not 
be deemed a m ark of m uch courage to 
practice w hat one’s neighbors laugh at, 
bu t it takes some nerve. 
T here is no 
doubt th at the codling m oth can be killed, 
and it is to be hoped th a t the curculio can 
also, by th e use of arsenical poisons. 
T here is reason for th in k in g th a t th e cop­ 
per solution is beneficial in preventing the 
scab, and also th at the destruction of the 
cedar balls is a preventive of the rust. T he 
m ain reason why orchardists do not spray 
is that, 
as a rule, they raise grain, find 
when spring comes help from some cause 
o r other is not plentiful. 
Oats have to be 
sowed and corn planted : rainy days come 
and horses are scare, and attention to the 
fruit trees is put off from one day to 
another, and finally they are given over as 
among the things th a t m ust be neglected 
Spraying, therefore, w ill be left undone 
alm ost alw ays unless especial provision 
has been m ade for the work. 
T he injury 
is not apparent until it is too late to pre­ 
vent it. 
In fact, the years in w hich the 
work pays best are those in w hich the 
fruit-grow er thinks he has no fru it to 
spray. 
1 would advisd all orchardists to 
get an inexpensive 
foroe-pump before 
spring opens, along w ith some London 
purple, carbonate of copper and am m onia, 
and spray all the trees w hich tim e will 
perm it, and keep spraying for th e scab 
after every heavy rain u n til the fruit is fit 
for gathering, or, in case of most trees, 
u n til A ugust 1st. 
L ast spring we failed to 
o rd er our amm onia early enough, 
and 
after we had sent for it we did not get it 
for a week, and th e delay started our 
o rchard on the road to failure.” 


USEFUL FLAXT*. 
A correspondent of the St. L ouis Glsbe- 
Democrat says: 
“M any of th e hom ely 
plants about us, th e existence of w hich we 
are ra th er inclined to resent th an appre­ 
ciate, have im portant places in the great 
schem e of nature, and supply m an w ith 
unsuspected m edicine or food, or rid him of 
verm in or disease. 
A m ong these 
the 
common willow tree, it has. been proven 
by a great G erm an authority, is a success­ 
ful agent in purifying water and keeping 
it clear and wholesome. 
If this is doubted, 
place a willow tw ig w hich has not yet 
begun to sprout in a bottle of water, and 
p u t it away for eight or nine days, beside 
another bottle containing only w ater, and 
at the end of the tim e m entioned, in the 
first bottle w ill be found shoots and root­ 
lets in clear water, w hile the second will 
contain putrefying water. 
Sw am ps and 
morasses nave been robbed of th eir miasm a 
bv th e planting of willows thickly in th eir 
vicinity. 
T he root of the common elder, 
if boiled in a q u art of water till about a 
p in t is left, and taken once a day, will 
cure dropsy. 
T he w riter has known of 
most hopeless cases being benefited and 
finally cured by this sim ple remedy. Cab­ 
bage leaves, In cases of scalding or burns, 
are most soothing, and will allay inflam ­ 
m ation. 
Tea m ade of the sassafras root 
will, if taken in tim e, resolve a boil, and 
copiously dru n k prevent another coming. 
T h is it does by cooling and purifying th e 
blood. 
_ “A s a diuretic asparagus has no supe­ 
rior, and at such health resorts as Aix-les- 
B ains it forms aa im portant p art of the 
cure of rheum atic patients, TT^ese diet is 
chiefly of th a t vegetable, th e cultivation 
of w hich in all seasons is a regular indus­ 
try of the people about. 
Sorrel combined 
in soup w ith other herbs fe an excellent 
th in g for th e weak and nervous. 
T he 
onion is 
r 'ch in those alkaline ele­ 


m ents w hich counteract tlie poison of 
rheum atic gout, aud if eaten ju st before 
retirin g w ill often be found to cure in ­ 
som nia. 
If slowly stewed in weak broth 
aud eaten w ith pepper, b u tter and salt 
w hile warm, it is an adm irable article for 
invalids. 
Persons of studious or sedentary 
habits, also, w ill find it of service. 
T he 
objectionable oil or left on th e breath can 
be destroyed by tak in g a spoonful of strong 
coffee w ithout rnlik. 
Celery is good for 
sleeplessness, and 
is recommended 
by 
F rench physicians as a nervine. T he once 
despised weed, m ullein, is now a valuable 
rem edy in lung troubles, and a little wild 
p lan t found iu the extrem e Southern 
states, and known as ou!i 1 blood, and 
w hich is doubtless a kind of wild poppy, 
yields a narcotic physicians say will u lti­ 
m ately supersede m orphia and laudanum , 
as it possesses th e strength of both w ith ­ 
out th e ill after effects of those things. As 
tim e goes on accident and research will 
still fu rth er develop th e wise purposes for 
w hich even th e hom eliest plant was e -e. 
ated.

HOW TO FEED STOCK. 
A bout the end of th e year is th e tim e 
w hen the hogs are killed, w ith perhaps a 
young steer, to fill th e m eat barrels for 
th e next period ; and it is not out of place 
to m ention some of th e recent innovations 
on th e old-tim e m ethods of fattening the 
anim als, and especially hogs, preparatory 
to converting them into pork anu bacon. 
A s long as com is grown in this country, 
w ith its large proportion of fodder to add 
to its value, it w ill continue to be used as 
th e principal diet for fattening all classes 
of stock, and it is perhaps as cheap as any 
o th er k in d of food, producing pork of a 
firm er tex tu re and of better quality th an 
m any o th er foods used for fa tten in g ; but 
w hile it is desirable to secure as great 
w eight as possible, and have the pork of 
as tine q u ality as can be secured, ex[>eri- 
m ents m ade "for th e purpose dem onstrate 
th a t an exclusive diet of corn is not th e 
m ost economical or th e best, e ith er to pro­ 
duce w eight or give quality. 
It is cheaper to produce meat tliat con­ 


tain s a large proportion of lean w ith the 
fat th an to fatten a hog to such a condi­ 
tion as to fit it only for th e production of 
lard, and it is a fact th a t in feeding for 
lean m eat a greater w eight of carcass is 
secured, and a t no m ore expense th an in 
producing an excess of fat. 
T h is is ex ­ 
plained by reason of th e fact th a t w hen an 
anim al is given food containing th e ele­ 
m ents of grow th of bone and m uscle as 
well as of fat, th e condition of th e ani­ 
m al is sustained in a m anner to perm it of 
more perfect digestion and assim ilation, 
and a greater appropriation for the suj*- 
port of th e system, of th e nutritio u s ele­ 
m ents th a t are required, and w hich are 
m ore evenly distributed through the body, 
instead of th e semi-diseased condition p ro ­ 
duced when corn is given as an exclusive 
diet. 
H ence th e farm er who dim inishes 
th e ration of corn, allow ing but a portion 
only, substituting therefei bran, m iddlings, 
m ilk and clover (cut fine and scalded) will 
have his hogs larger, heavier, health ier 
and of b etter q u ality of flesh than from 
corn. 
W hile giving th e advantages of a sys­ 
tem atic m ethod of feeding for the best re­ 
sults in producing th e heaviest and best 
pork th e fact th a t prim e lard brings a 
price th a t m akes it desirable on th e part 
of th e farm er to have his hogs very fat, it 
m ust be adm itted That it is a serious ob­ 
stacle in th e way w hen th e value of lean 
m eat is advocated, but th e lean is simply- 
interspersed w ith th e fat, and the greater 
increase from th e v ariety of food does not 
dim inish th e supply of lard. 
T he farm er 
will find th a t on those portions of th e car­ 
cass from w hich th e lard is procured but 
little difference w ill he observed, and th e 
hog will be m uch m ore valuable as a 
w hole.— Philadelphia Record. 


HOW TO JUDGE WOOL. 
A n A ustralian expert gives th e follow­ 
ing on judging wool on live sheep: 
“T he 
finest and softest wool is alw ays on the 
shoulders of th e sheep. 
A n expert in 
judging sheep alw ays looks at th e wool of 
th e shoulders first. 
A lw ays assum ing th at 
th e wool to l>e exam ined is really fine, we 
first exam ine th e shoulders as a part w here 
th e finest wool is to he found. 
T his we 
take as a standard, and com pare it w ith 
th e wool from th e ribs, th e th ig h , the 
rum p and shoulder parts, and th e nearer 
th e wool from th e various portions of the 
anim al approaches th e standard th e better. 
F irst we scrutinize th e fineness, and if th e 
result is satisfactory we pronounce the 
fleece in respect fo fineness very ‘even.’ 
X ex t we scrutinize th e length of the sta­ 
ple, and we find th a t th e wool on th e ribs, 
th ig h and back approxim ates reasonably 
in iength to th a t of our standard; we again 
declare the fleece as regards length of sta­ 
ple, ‘true and even.’ 
W e n ext satisfy our­ 
selves as to th e density of the fleece, and 
we do th is by closing th e hand upon 
a portion of 
th e rum p and loin wool, 
these points 
being 
usually 
th e 
th in ­ 
nest 
aud 
most 
faulty. 
I f th is again 
gives 
satisfaction, 
we 
designate 
all 
th e 
wool 
‘even 
to 
density.’ 
Xow to 
sum m arize 
these 
separate 
exam ina­ 
tions : 
If th e fleece is nearly of equal 
length on shoulder, rib and hack, and den­ 
sity on shoulder and across th e loins, we 
conclude th a t we have a perfect sheep for 
produciug valuable wool.” 


FIG BREEDING. 
A n E nglish breeder, In the M ark Lane 
Express, sa y s: “ W hen pigs are very young 
they need a deal of care and attention as 
well as the sow. 
T he sow should be fed 
very sparingly for th e first week, and the 
food increased according to th e dem ands 
m ade upon h er by th e sucklings, w hich, at 
the age of two weeks, m ay he tau g h t to eat 
lig h t food and drin k sweet m ilk. 
I t is 
usually considered th a t th e first four weeks 
of th e pig’s life is th e tim e to m ade it de­ 
velop its natural form. 
If stunted at this 
tim e it will likely alw ays show it, or at 
least it will he behind its mates. 
T here 
are m any things to be considered in pig- 
feeding. 
A t th is age stuffing on concen­ 
trated or heavy food is dangerous, as the 
pigs are tender and liable to m any ail­ 
m ents; 
while we desire to obtain fast 
grow th, excessive fat is not desirable, but 
ra th e r injurious to health. 
F or this rea­ 
son I prefer lig h t food, such is ground 
oats, short bran, and hut little maize, a lot 
of grass or other green feed, w ith p lenty of 
exercise. 
X ever give th e food sour. Feed 
iV 
eS "lar l*?u rs- 
Ik tle practice will 
sot» tell you just how m u ch to g iv e. X ever 
give m ore at a tim e th an th e pigs eat up 
clean ; and allow plenty of fresh w ater at 
all tjm es. 
Provide shade as well as dry 
sleeping places in sum m er.” 


T JIE CHAM PION DIGGER. 
L. A . R oberts of K ings county, X . Y., 
w rites as follows to th e R ural Xew Yorker: 
“ I have seen several item s -recently about 
the num ber of bushels of potatoes th at 
could be dug and picked up in a day, and 
feel inclined to add one. 
M any years ago, 
w hen I was a lad— I am now ó 4—an ac­ 
quaintance of m ine nam ed D avenport, in 
Bloomfield, Conn., m ade a bet th a t he 
could dig, pick up and p u t in a cart 100 
bushels of potatoes in one day, between 
sunrise and sundown, and succeeded in do­ 
ing it. 
T he potatoes were raised on the 
farm of D avid IV. G rant, aud were of a 
variety called R ohan, then recently in tro ­ 
duced, very large and very prolific, and 
very poor in all respects; so poor th a t they 
were considered, after trial, not w orth 
raising, notw ithstanding 
the 
enormous 
am ount th a t could be raised on an acre. 
T his feat was witnessed by several persons, 
a few of w hom arenow living and w ill cer­ 
tify to the accuracy of th e above state­ 
m ent.” 
Com m enting on the foregoing the Rural 
-Yetr Yorker says: 
“ W ho can beat th is ree­ 
l 'd ? 
I t will stand u u til someltodv brings 
along a better one. 
A re th e young men of 
to-day so far behind ?” 


DAINTY CELERY. 
T he celery p lant is classed w ith the 
parsley fam ily, and if iu 
U.ue Is salu 
by naturalists to he poisonous. Like m any 
other plants it has been m ade by cultiva­ 
tion subservient to m an’s use. and from the 
original there are now m any varieties. 
T here is, however, a decided preference for 
th e w hite kind, on account of its fine flavor 
aud its crispness, and gardeners tell us in 
selecting this variety to take th e bunches 
w hich are short, fiat and firm. 
W hile 
celery is recognized as a wholesome and an 
agreeable vegetable, it is rarely served at 
our tables cooked, but is usually eaten 
raw, w ith salt or cheese, or in th e form of 
a salad. 
I t may be cooked in a variety of 
ñ gysand w ith m uch satisfaction, asean be 
attested by those who have tnuo !n e i* 
and their commendation is sufficient to } 
warrant the trial of it hv those who are 
not used to preparing it in that way.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


TH E Y.TLD AND TAME TURKEY'. 
T h “ tu rk ey resided in Xew England 
oefore th e P ilg rim F ath ers landed, and an 
early acquaintance of the la tte r w ith his 
virtues w ent a long way tow ard reconcil­ 
ing our forefathers w ith re m a in in g there. 
From th e first T hanksgiving he seems to 
have been firmly established as a Xew 
E ngland institution. 
A young turkey is about as tender as 
anything alive. 
Cold or wet renders their 
young lives very precarious. 
But they 
won toughen, and the longer they live 
the harder they are to kill. 
There is 
nothing that walks, flies, swims or crawls 
that a female wiii not face in defense of 
her young. 
O ur dom estic turkey was form erly found 
wild in th is country. 
Its nam e was erro­ 
neously given it, because it was supposed 
to be á native of T urkey, b u t naturalist: 
say it is only found native in Am erica. 
It 
has been taken to th e Old W orld and do­ 
m esticated, but does not thrive, and th e 
A m erican bird is superior in size, flavor 
and beauty. 
T he habits of the w ild turkey are in 
radical contrast w itli those of the dom esti­ 
cated gobbler. 
T he vicissitudes of his 
m igratory life tend to keep him at tra in ­ 
ing w eight, and in bulk he will not, in 
i . . ; ’. 
compare T ilth th e Huh - j 


tened for th e table. 
X e ith e t is he so pal­ 
atable. 
W h ile his flavor m ay be more 
gamev, th e m eat is found tougher and 
stronger to th e taste. 
T he dom esticated turkey is not so hardy. 
I t requires great care to rear him under 
th e most favorable of barnyard auspices. 
W h eth er or not he is a descendant of the 
wild turkey is a question th at has never 
been satisfactorily settled. 
Some a u th o ri­ 
ties take an affirm ative view of th e ques­ 
tion, w hile others th in k th a t his progeni­ 
tors as a type are extinct. 
T h e wild spe­ 
cies found in th is country are sim ilar in 
apgearance and characteristics to those 
found in C entral A m erica, M exico and th e 
table lands of the Rocky M ountains. 
D ealers insist th at turkeys shall be 
killed by bleeding in th e neck, and picked 
w hile th e body is warm . 
W arm -picked or 
scalded turkeys are not w anted in this 
m arket. 
S hippers have to be careful th a t 
th e body is entirely cold, hu t not frozen, 
w hen packed. 
If packed w hile any an i­ 
mal h eat rem ains it is alm ost sure to spoil. 
E xperienced shippers place turkeys back 
.upw ards and legs out straig h t in boxes 
containing from 100 to 200 pounds. 
O ld 
bull turkeys, as th e dealers term them , 
have to be packed in separate boxes, or 
w ith th e poor grade of poultry. 


FARM NOTES. 
A fat sheep is one th a t will bring a good 
price, hut a poor sheep is not w anted by 
any one. 
X ever chop turnips for stock but slice 
them , and there will lie less liability of 
any of th e anim ais being choked. 
E very D rm should be an experim ent 
station, w ith plots fur m aking experim ents. 
T he hum blest farm er is capable of dis­ 
covering som ething th at may be of advan­ 
tage. 
A C larion, (la.) m an has unearthed a 
cabbage th a t w eighed 
18 pounds, meas­ 
ured 3 feet G inches iu circum ference and 
1 foot 2 inches in diam eter. 
I t is of the 
flat D utch variety. 
Do not crowd too m any hogs together or 
you will find a dead oue in th e pen oc­ 
casionally, especially on cold nights, when 
th ey will pack closely in order to keep 
w arm , th e under hog being crushed. 
Jam es II. Aryson, of F ay ette county, 
Pa., has a C hester W h ite sow, 3 years old, 
th at lias given b irth to forty-five pigs in 
eleven m onths and ■ fifteen days— three 
litters. 
She has given b irth to fifty-six 
pigs in four litters. 
C lover grown iu orchards and plowed 
under is about as good and cheap a m ethod 
of m anuring th e trees as can be devised; 
hilt a little lim e broadcasted over th e sur­ 
face, or, w hat is better, wood ashes, will he 
found of valuable assistance. 
I t is folly to blanket a horse in the 
stable and th en leave a ventilator open to 
give him th e cold wind over his back and 
under him . 
T here is too m uch so-called 
ventilation given in cold w eather and it 
causes m uch discom fort to anim als. 
T he best tim e to cut back th e young 
trees, plants and vines is after cold w eather 
sets in, when they are in a dorm ant condi­ 
tion. 
If th ere is a danger of w inter-kill­ 
ing of some of th e branches it is best to 
defer th e work u n til spring, and ju st be­ 
fore tiie buds begin to push out. 
Clover hay is a very nitrogenous food, 
aud is also rich in m ineral m atte:. 
T here 
is no hay th a t can equal it for cows th at 
are in full flow of m ilk, anil it is also ex ­ 
cellent for grow ing stock. 
A ll kinds of 
hay m ay he fed to advantage at any season 
of th e year, but clover is th e best of all. 
M any house plants die because of th e 
very dry air of th e room. 
A ll house 
plants should be w atered regularly, as well 
as washed 
in 
tepid w ater occasionally. 
Coleus and geranium s are frequently a t­ 
tacked by th e m ealy bug, th e best rem edy 
being to wasli th e plants w ith soapsuds 
m ade of w hale-oil soap. 
In extensive farm -vards, w here 
fowls 
have a wide range and plenty of food, they 
m ay be kept in flocks of considerable size, 
and so long as they have th is lib e r.y they 
will th riv e and yield liberal returns, hut 
when it h /comes necessary to shut them 
up, in order to prevent th e ir doing dam ­ 
age, iarge flocks speedily become diseased 
and cease to be productive. 
T he advice frequently given 
th a t a 
young tree should be properly pruned 
w hen it is set out contains m uch tru th , 
but a tree should be pruned carefully for 
two or three years, w hich w ill relieve the 
grow er of the necessity of cu ttin g off large 
lim bs when the tree becomes large. 
Xo 
tree should he so grown th at th e saw m ust 
be used ou its lim bs later in its life. 
T he fowls often suffer for w ater when the 
w eather is freezing, and a disli ot warm 
w ater supplied them twice a day will not 
only invigorate and warm them , but is 
also a cheap mode of inducing th e hens to 
lay. 
Being compelled to drink w ater as 
cold as ice the w arm th of th e body is les­ 
sened, m ore food is required, and the hens 
will have all they can do to keep w arm in ­ 
stead of laying eggs. 
X o m atter how abundant our tim ber 
supply may be, or how long it is likely to 
last, it would be wise and profitable to 
avoid wasteful m ethods of cutting tim ber 
and of handling tim ber lands. 
I t is only 
sensible and practicable economy to em ­ 
ploy all available means and conditions to 
increase the productiveness of 
wooded 
lands, and to m ake th e local tim ber sup­ 
ply everyw here last as long as possible.— 
Garden and Forest. 


A n E nglish au th o rity on poultry topics 
rem arks th at, w hile highly stim ulating 
food m ay induce a hen to lay a little 
earlier, it is alw ays at th e expense oí i 
h ealth and perm anency, Ileu ses the word 
“m ay” because he inclines to th e opinion 
th a t h ealth and vigor m ay induce the 
early egg quite as successfully as forcing 
diet. 
T he th in g to do is to keep fowls 
well, on food not too fattening, aud give 
plenty of green stufl and a sheltered yard. 
O ne-half th e care and labor required to 
earn 850 tillin g some crop w ill produce 
th at am ount for th e farm er if bestowed 
upon his flock of fowls. 
If you propose to 
him to. persistently neglect his best cow 
from one end of the year to th e other, he 
w ill set you down as a candidate for a 
lunatic asylum ; yet a commou-sized flock 
of fowls, such as are kept at m ast farm ­ 
steads, w iii yield as m uch value yearly, if 
properly treated, as a first-rate cow.— 
American Poultry Yard.

built to m eet th e dem and of increased 
stock.

W . Curtis says: 
T he whole progress 
of good b u tter m aking is governed alm ost 
entirely by tem perature, from th e tim e 
th e m iik is draw n from th e Cow u n til the 
cream is ripened and churned into butter. 
T he m ilk w hen first draw n from th e cow 
if im m ediately placed in cans and sub­ 
m erged in w ater standing at 45 to 50 de­ 
grees, all of the cream is throw n up be­ 
tween m ilkings. 
If allowed to stand un­ 
til partially cold and th en placed in w ater 
at 55 to 60 degrees, th e loss is at least from 
5 to 10 per cent. 


A scrub calf five years ago was bought 
for 75 cents. 
T he m other could have been 
bought for 812. 
She gave four quarts of 
m ilk a day. 
T he calf w as-w ell fed and 
cared for.

A wee bit of a seven-m onths baby, w eigh­ 
ing betw een three and four pounds, is at 
the_ C incinnati H ospital, being raised in 
an incubator. 
T he wee th in g has no finger-nails, its 
eye-lids are open, and every hour a drop 
or two of digested m ilk is dropped in to its 
tiny m outh. 
Chickens have had woolen rugs for 
m others, ducks have been hatched by 
hens, aud alligators’ eggs w arm ed to life 
in th e sand, but incubating babyhood into 
successful existence has a t least th e m erit 
of novelty. 
T he incubator looks lik e an unpainted 
fam ily ice-chest. 
I t is 30 inches high, 20 
wide, and lias two com partm ents, an upper 
and lower. 
T he inside of th e chest is lined w ith 
asbestos to prevent th e effect of radiating 
heat as well as to m ake it air-tig h t. 
In 
th e lower com partm ent is a galvanized 
iron tank filled 
w ith w ater. 
T he tank 
does not fit tig h tly into the chest, there 
being an inch space for th e a ir to circulate.

PERU’S PRIICIP&L PORT. 


SEASONS WHY THE GLOEY OF CALLAO 
HAS. DEP AETED. 


An Earthquake that Swept Five Thou­ 
sand People Out to Sea—From 
Callao to the Capital. 


L im a, Peru, 1890. 
How different is this world-renowned 
seaport from anything our imagination 
had pictured—how disappointing in one 
sense, because now showing no traces of its 
fifteenth century youth, nor the glamour 
with which history and tradition have 
6urrounded it. On the contrary, it is the 
most cosmopolitan, common-place and 
matter-of-fact sort of a city we have yet 
found in Sonth America; a place where 
English is sjtoken almost as much as 
Spanish, and where people of all nation­ 
alities have crowded 
the easy-going 
natives to the wall, so far as business is 
concerned. Even the correct pronuncia­ 
tion of its name is a surprise to us, for 
whereas we were taught in school to say 
Cal-lay-o, it should be rendered as if 
spelled Col-yow, with the accent strong on 
the last syllable. 
Though the harbor is nothing to boast 
of, and on our storm-swept northern coast 
would be dignified by no such name, it is 
one of the test on this side of the south­ 
ern continent, being sheltered from pre­ 
vailing winds which blow from the south 
and southwest by the high, bare island of 
San Lorenzo and a projecting tODgue of 
land. But the approach to it, as seen 
through the veil of mist that always over­ 
hangs both sea and shore in the early 
morning, is certainly fine. 
\V e arrive about 8 A. M. and drop anchor 
a mile from the beach, in a fog which the 
sailors say is “thick enough to cut with a 
knife,” and is attributable to the condensa­ 
tion of tropical moisture by the cold cur­ 
rents of air sweeping southward from Ant­ 
arctic regions. Looking out of the inist, 
in dim outlines and exaggerated propor­ 
tions, is a spectral forest of masts and 
spars belonging to sailing vessels from all 
seas, steamers, store-ships, coke-hulks and 
other phantom craft, while to the right San 
Lorenzo lifts to the skies a lighthouse that 
is said to be more ornamental than useful, 
and directly in front rise the cheese-shaped 
turrets that top the famous old castle of 
San Felipe, above whose yellow walls and 
massive battlements the Spanish flag waved 
for the last time on this continent. To the 
left, “as through a glass darkly,” we see a 
low shore covered with yellowish verdure, 
and trees, pale-green for lack of rain, rising 
gradually to the foothills of the Andes. 
The brown higlits seem to stand in close 
ranks, one behind another, each tier mount­ 
ing higher; still beyond them all and be­ 
hind a stratum of motionless cloud, we 
faintly discern the snowy Cordillera, blend­ 
ing with the blue of the sky. At the base 
of those brown hills, only six miles inland, 
lies the ultima titule of our dreams—Lima, 
the “City of Kings,” which Pizarro 
founded just three hundred and thirty-five 
years ago. 
Hardly had the anchor gone overboard 
before the steamer is surrounded by a 
clamoring crowd of marineros, or boatmen, 
who onlv await the coming of the Captain 
of the Port to swarm upon the decks and 
besiege passengers with offers of service in 
rowing them and their luggage ashore ; 
but until his august permission has been 
given they dare not come nearer than the 
law allows. The autocrat of the port al­ 
ways consults his own convenience about 
coming. He may be sleeping late from 
last night’s revel, or chatting with friends, 
or taking his morning coffee; at any rate 
he does not permit himself to be disturbed 
or hurried, howsoever travelers may rage 
and impatient seamen swear, and need not 
be expected for an hour or more. Mean­ 
time, while the waiting marineros are 
wrangling with one another and endeavor­ 
ing to secure engagements from a distance 
by shouting to passengers on the steamer, 
we may as well “possess our souls in pa­ 
tience” and glean what information we can 
concerning the locality. 
A communicative mate directs our atten 
tion to some seal-lions that are bobbing 
about among the shipping. He tells us 
that it is great fun to watch them and ob­ 
serve how they mock humanity in their 
flirtations and jealousies, their lovemaking 
and final settling down to family life. 
Listen a moment, at any time of day, and 
you may hear their unmusical voices, half 
barking, half howling. Abounding all up 
and down this coast, they have refused to 
be entirely driven away, even from this 
busy harbor, and have grown almost tame. 
There are no end of the tales one may 
listen to concerning the freaks of the “Cal 
lao painter,” as a mysterious local phe­ 
nomenon is tailed—an aggravating artist, 
who works with invisible brushes and con­ 
fines his operations solely to this harbor, 
never going inland nor out to sea, nor 
more than a few miles north and south. 
All sea-goers know with what care the 
sailors are required to scrub and clean 
every part of a vessel liefore it conies into 
jiort, till every inch of it, outside and in 
is spotless and shining as soapsuds, elbow- 
grease and “holy-stone” can make it. 
After all this labor, imagine the disgust of 
the tired seamen when, perhaps the very 
next morning after anchoring in Callao 
bay they awake to find the ship coated all 
over from stem to stern with a greasy 
chocolate-colored film which penetrates 
every crack and seam, and even forces its 
way through the battened hatchways. The 
Callao painter has been at work. 
He always comes in the night, without 
the slightest premonition, and fills the air 
with a repulsive odor. If the slime is 
scrubbed while yet damp, with plenty of 
soap and a stiff brush, its stains may be re­ 
moved; but if allowed to dry on, nothing 
but scraping will budge it; and the cheap­ 
est and easiest way will be to put a coat or 
two of paint over it. Of course there are 
many theories regarding this strange frost 
which no sun can melt. Some say that it 
is a kind of grease forced up into the at­ 
mosphere of this particular spot by vapors 
beneath the sea; while others attribute it 
to a species of volcanic dust driven through 
the water bv subterranean forces. On oniy 
one point are all agreed: That the sticky, 
stinking film, which is found nowhere else 
on earth, has given just cause for more 
profanity than all the storms that ever 
blew into Callao harbor. 
That the region is peculiarly volcanic, 
in common with all the western slopes of 
the Andes, is proved by the numerous up­ 
heavals that have occurred here. The 
worst of these on record, and one of the 
most terrible calamities that ever over­ 
took any city, was the great terrimolc of 
October, 28, 1746, which swept the old 
port of Callao, which occupied the pro­ 
jecting point of land to the left, with all 
its inhabitants excepting one man, into 
the sea. It was on a warm but perfectly 
calm evening, about 10:30 o’clock, when a 
tremendous shock of earthquake shook 
both Lima and Callao, doing a great deal 
of damage in the former city, and in five 
minutes reducing the latter to a mass of 
ruins. Then a huge wave came rolling 
into the devoted port, engulfing every­ 
thing and everybody, and 5,000 people 
perished in the raging flood. The waters, 
which a few minutes before had been 
calm as a mill-pond, suddenly receded to a 
great distance, and then rolled back with 
such tremendous force as to sweep not only 
the town and its fortifications and inhabi­ 
tants out of existence, but a score of ships 
at anchor in the harbor were destroyed. 
Several others were borne far inland on 
the breast of the wave, which, instantly 
receding, left them stranded high and dry. 
One of these was the Spanish man-of-war 
“St. Fermiu,” and the spot where it was structure, half 


stranded, between Calleo and Buena 
Vista, is marked by a small monument. 
Naturally it took a long time for the 
citizens of Lima to recover from their 
panic, and then thev chose what was be­ 
lieved a better locality for their sea-gate 
(where stands the modern Callao), and 
defended it by a castle in the form of a 
pentagon, with two round towers and a 
“curtain” on the ocean face. Though 
carefully built to resist human invasion, 
and mounted with cannon, it would be but 
a plaything for the invisible but all-potent 
forces of earth, air and sea, and the people 
tremble in their boots whenever ten-imote 
gives them never so slight a shaking. 
Again in 1825 Callao had a narrow escape 
from total destruction and many lesser 
shocks have done more or less damage. 
The brief visit of the Port Captain be­ 
ing at last concluded, and the nealth offi­ 
cers having satisfied themselves that there 
is no contagious disease on board, we have 
permission to go ashore, and the long-de­ 
layed marineros swarm the decks. But we 
are not left to their tender mercies, for 
our party includes a new minister from 
the United States en route to his 
South American mission, and the fact 
having been duly signaled by saluting 
guns and flying flags, we were carried to 
land in the gig of a man-of-war, with uni­ 
formed “rowers rowing in tune,” and the 
stars and stripes fluttering in our faces, 
mingled with the red, white and red of 
the Peruvian bandera. 
If Callao looks tumble-down and shabby 
when viewed through a veil of mist at a 
mile’s distance, how much more disappoint­ 
ing is a closer inspection in the full glare 
of the sun ! Somebody has well described 
it as “built generally of canes, plastered 
over with mud and painted a dirty yellow, 
its flimsy houses stand askew, with scarce­ 
ly a perpendicular or horizontai line 
among them, and look as if they were 
trying to straighten themselves np after a 
grand debauch, in a vain endeavor to ‘toe 
the line’ of the street.” As there is con­ 
siderable swell even in the mildest 
weather, a long mole, or break-water, has 
been extended toward the anchorage, hav­ 
ing stairs behind, where all the small 
boats and lighters receive and discharge 
their passengers and cargoes. The stairs 
are thronged with a motley and jostling 
crowd, mostly ragged loafers who have no 
business on hand but vagrant curiosity, 
who stare at the ladies and obstruct tile 
landing so that we have some difficulty in 
forcing a path through their dirty ranks. 
The little plaza at the end of the mole 
presents a strange and busy scene, it being 
rowded with wharf bummers and idle 
gentlemen in dilapidated sombreros and 
ragged ponchos. AVe are astonished to see 
great piles of grain and other merchandise 
lying uncovered in the open air—until we 
remember that it never rains here, and 
there is no more moisture to be feared than 
that from the fogs. Here are heaps of 
wheat from Chile, waiting to be carried to 
the mills on the Rimae—the river from 
which Lima took its name; there are 
blocks of salt, white and rose-colored, re­ 
sembling onyx, brought from the salt 
quarries near Huacho; gigantic piscos or 
red clay jars, shaped like the Roman 
amphora and filled with “italia” from the 
valley of Pisco: bales of chinchona bark 
from forests in the far interior; pyramids 
of chancaca leaves, the coarse, unrefined 
sugar of the country, wrapped in dried 
banana leaves, through which sticky 
sweetness oozes, to the delectation of 
warms of flies and nearly naked chil­ 
dren ; and other products del pins mixed 
confusedly with familiar-looking bags, 
bales and boxes from the United States 
and Europe. 
Callao has a population of about 30,000, 
but its glory as a great commercial ship­ 
ping center has departed. There are sev­ 
eral modern buildings of considerable 
architectural 
pretensions 
sandwiched 
among the mud-plastered canes, conspicu­ 
ous among them being the branch house 
of the New York bankers, Messrs. Grace & 
Co., and the new railway station, which is 
also close to the mole. The heat is intense, 
vile smells assail one's olfactories at every 
turn; and as there is no drainage except 
such as nature provides in the natural 
slope of the soil to seaward, and smart 
showers never fall to wash things clean, 
the place is proverbially unhealthy. The 
poverty of Peru since the war, and the 
consequent depression of her trade, as well 
as the enormous tariffs imposed by the 
Government, and the exorbitant port du­ 
ties charged, have conspired to drive com­ 
merce away from Callao, to the correspond­ 
ing benefit of Valparaiso, the port of 
Chile. A few years ago, when the Peru­ 
vian Government was in dire need of funds, 
and willing to sell anything it could lay 
hands on for enough cash down to keep 
things going, it practically sold this har­ 
bor oí Callao to a French company, who 
leased its docks and anchorage for a term 
of years for the sum of $200,000 per an­ 
num. The money has been a god-send to 
Peru, but almost death to Callao, for the 
company has a right to tax shipping to 
any extent, and has established a system of 
rates and rules which no seamen who can 
help themselves will submit to. 
As before mentioned, the distance be­ 
tween Callao and Lima is six miles, but as 
the latter lies 512 feet above sea level, the 
short journey occupies more than half an 
hour. There are two lines of road, both 
starting from the same point, but arriving 
at different depots in the capital city . The 
one we choose takes a sweep along the 
shore of the harbor and around the old yel­ 
low castle of San Felipe, which since repub­ 
lican days has been rechristened “La 
Fortaleza de la Independencia.” Then we 
meander slowly through a cane-built sub­ 
urb and strike off in a right line past the 
Aldea and the Campo Santo of Bella Vista. 
A good deal of the way runs parallel with 
the camino real, or “royal road,” of the 
Spaniards, once well paved and lined with 
trees, but now covered with loose stones 
and sand, through which the big-wheeled 
carts of the carreteros are dragged with 
difficulty by struggling mules. Evidently 
these early grandees did not build as well, 
with all their stolen wealth, as did their 
Inca predecessors, for the roads of the 
latter, though centuries older, are yet in 
tolerably good condition. 
So slow is the ascent that the traveler 
has ample opportunity to view the coun­ 
try, which is mainly a parche! waste, di­ 
vided into squares by mud walls, with here 
and there a flat-rooíed casa or a field of 
bright-green alfalfa; but wherever water 
is regularly turned on it blossoms like the 
rose. The courses of the azequias, or irri­ 
gating ditches, are marked by long lines of 
wild canes, vines, flowers an.l willow trees. 
There are acres of gorgeous nasturtions, 
orange, golden and ruby-red, rioting every­ 
where in unrivaled luxuriance, covering 
ruins, curtaining verandas, and lining 
the banks of the water courses. 
Scattered all over the sloping plain are 
mounds of adobe bricks, mostly regular 
in shape aud some of immense size. These 
are the ruined huacosoi the ancient inhab­ 
itants, of whom we shall have something 
to say by and by. They have supplied 
vast numbers of excellent sun-dried bricks, 
ready-made, for the construction of the 
modern city and adjacent villages, but it 
is doubtful if those who used them have 
ever bestowed a thought upon the dead 
Indians whose careful workmanship has 
saved their conquerors so much labor. 
Nearer to tlie capital, numerous fruit 
and vegetable gardens,surrounded by high 
adobe walls, above which peer orange, ag­ 
uacate, fig, mango and banana trees, pre­ 
sent their pleasing contrast of green and 
gold. 
Then the great gas works are 
reached ; and passing through the old city 
wall, a portion of which has been demol­ 
ished right here, we enter Lima by the 
street of San Jacinto. This is one of the 
shabbiest, dirtiest, and least attractive of 
its avenues; but we do not know that until 
later on, and are conscious of no little dis­ 
appointment in the midsfiof our excitement 
consequent to attaining our hearts’ desire 
in a visit to “the City of the Kings.” The 
noisy train whisks us into a castle-like 
fort, half church, which 
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used to be the monastery of San Juan de 
Dios, but is now used for a railway sta­ 
tion ; and here we will bid you good-by for 
to-day.

HOW TO TEST THE LIVING QUALITY 
OF LITEEAEY W0EK. 


W hat May be Learned by Undertaking 
te M ake an A nthology—Com parative 
Q ualities of Two Noted Persons. 


OILCLOTH. 
The Various Operations it Undergoes In 
Making. 
iFrom Golden Days.J 
W hat we call oil-cloth is known in Eu­ 
rope as “floor-cloth,” but the material and 
the process of manufacture in both coun­ 
tries is the same. 
The body of oil-cloth is what is called 
burlaps, made of jute and imported from 
Scotland. 
This coarsely-woven fabric ig 
limp, and is stiffened by being passed 
through a mixture of starch and glue and 
over hot rollers, coming out, it might be 
said, laundried. It is then ready for the 
paint-machine, where it is given the body. 
There are four qualities of oil-cloth, de­ 
pending on the number of body coats of 
paint. That which is to be the best qual­ 
ity receives five or six coats; the poorer 
grades a less number. 
The cloth, in 
pieces twenty-five yards long by two yards 
wide, is dried in racks, which are con­ 
structed in tiers of twenty. 
The thickness of each coat of paint is 
governed by a steel knife, in manipulating 
which a workman becomes so proficient 
that he can tell nearly to ihe pound what 
a piece of cloth will weigh when the coat­ 
ing process is complete!. 
The operation of coating the first-qual­ 
ity cloth occupies a week, as each coat re­ 
quires twenty-four hours in which to dry. 
It is then sent to the rubbing machine, 
where surfaces coated with glue and sand 
pass rapidly over the side which is to be 
printed, ridding it of all irregularities. 
The better qualities are afterward given 
another coat of paint, when they are ready 
for the printers. 
This is the most interesting part of the 
operation. For every color in the pattern 
to be transferred to the oilcloth there must 
be a block. These blocks come from 
Maine. They are about 2 inches thick, 2 
feet square, and are composed of several 
layers of w< od. The surface to he used is 
of maple, crossed and recrossed by narrow 
grooves, which form a surface of small 
squares, 144 of them to the square inch. 
These squares look like, and are in real­ 
ity, so many pegs. Where the pattern is 
desired to show, the pegs are left stand­ 
ing, those on the portion of the surface 
which is not to be printed from being cut 
away. 
The styles in pattern change twice a 
year. Some are designed in Utica, and 
others come from Philadelphia and New 
York. 
Some patterns containing many colors 
require from twentv-nve to thirty blocks, 
and consequently that number of impres­ 
sions to reproduce the design. Rug pat­ 
terns are the most difficult to make, as it 
requires different blocks for the corners, 
sides and the center. 
The printing is done on the top floor, so 
that the oil-cloth can hang for a distance 
of fifty feet to dry. Each printer has a 
table with eight pads, on which he smears 
his colors. 
Pressing a block to the pad containing 
the required color, he transfers it to the 
surface of the cloth, using hand pressure 
only.Having done this with every block, as 
each transfers but one color, and conse­ 
quently hut a small portion of the com­ 
plete design, he has finished about four 
feet square of printing, and goes about re­ 
peating the operation on another portion 
of the cloth, and so on. 
Two men generally work at a table, 
and can turn out from 100 to 150 square 
yards of oil-cloth a day when printing 
seven or eight-color patterns. The paint 
used is similar to the ordinary house 
paint. 
When the printing is completed, an­ 
other block is pressed on, which gives the 
embossed surface, of which there are two 
kinds, pin and line finish. 
The wet cloth then hangs from the loft 
for a week, when, by an ingenious me­ 
chanism it is transferred to the drying- 
room, where for another week it remains 
in a temperature of 130°. 
The door to this dry room is 50 feet 
high, allowing that length of oil-cloth to 
be passed through without rolling or 
bedding. Coming out, it is varnished, 
three men, with the aid of a machine, 
varnishing 6,000 yards in a day. Next it 
is trimmed and the cloth is ready to be 
shipped. 
It is doubtful if any farmer who is care­ 
ful to make a choice article of butter will 
be compelled to ship it to a distance to be 
sold. There is always a demand for choice 
goods in the local markets, and especially 
for butter aud eggs. When consumers 
learn where they can procure something 
better than the regular market affords 
they will quickly secure it, and pay a good 
price therefor. A failure to derive good 
prices is in nearly all cases due to the in­ 
ferior quality of the articles sold, and any 
improvement in qnalitv will correspond­ 
ingly increase the price.

Making of anthologies is a pleasant lit­ 
erary pastime for those who have left off 
sprinting for fame in the arena of poetry ; 
it is restlul, if not recreative; besides, 
there is not the least harm in it, says 
Maurice Thompson, in the Lulependent. 
How easy it is to tumble all the melodious 
tomes of the chief singers around one’s 
feet and (in leisurely opulence of judicial 
fairness) select a small volume of the best, 
the very best rhymed thoughts ever flung 
upon the fair face of paper ! Any person 
of taste can make a selection of the best 
poetry when he has nothing to do but 
read and select. It would be an extraor­ 
dinary man, a very strange woman, who 
could be induced to confess inability to 
compile the one perfect collection of poet­ 
ical masterpieces, epic, dramatic or lyric. 
W hat is there to do but to read, take out 
the good, and leave the rest ? 
I have heard of a man who went iuto a 
thicket of young hickory trees to cut him­ 
self a cane. His desire was to have a 
straight, slender, smooth stick, without 
knot or blemish. 
The owner of the 
ground had told him that he might have 
the best tree there, but he must select it 
while passing through the thicket—he 
could not have a second trial. In went 
the man, knife in hand. As he passed 
along he saw many fine, straight, smooth 
stems, cut he was looking for the best. Be­ 
fore lie knew it he was emerging at the 
other side, and in his hurry to choose at 
once had to be content with an average 
cane.Y'our maker of anthologies finds prac­ 
tice quite different from theory. He goes 
into the groves of song very confident, but 
he comes out with a more serious view of 
the task so lightly undertaken. 
What if it were necessary to select the 
best seven short lyrics ever written ? At 
first view it would not seem a difficult 
thing to do. Almost anybody could be 
relied upon to jump at i t ; but after a lit­ 
tle consideration almost everybody would 
decline the task. 
Sup[iose that the limit of the lyrics to 
be considered is set at 200 lines and under, 
what one of all would come first, gauged 
bv the best standards of art ? If we rush 
in and make the choice, ten to one we 
shall he glad to discard it out of hand after 
some deliberation, and if we hesitate we 
are lost. 
But is it impossible to determine with a 
satisfactory degree of certainty which one 
of all the lyrics ever written (and with 
which we are acquainted), of not over two 
hundred lines in length, is clearly the best? 
Are there no triterions by which the 
proper tests may be made to the satisfac­ 
tion of a common demand? By way of 
tentative essay, let us formulate a set of 
measures, assuming for present purposes 
that they are adequately accurate. 
First—The highest evidence of perfect 
art is perennial fascination, or, in other 
words, it is the lasting, the indestructible, 
universal charm of its product. Every 
other evidence is subsidiary. 
Second—That poem is the best which 
gives the completest surprise to the im­ 
agination, and has the power to keep good 
the surprise through any number of read­ 
ings.Third—It must not be only the subject 
matter, nor must it be the style alone that 
affords the surprise, not even a perfect 
union of style the best and subject matter 
the most pleasing, is sufficient. There 
must be a quality, running through style 
and substance, that links the whole pro­ 
duct, by universal sympathy, to the hu­ 
man soul. 
Let us now take two poems of wide celeb­ 
rity—two poems of generally admitted art 
yaiue—and compare them by these rules 
with a view to projecting their values upon 
a common plane. . Poe’s “Raven” and 
Keats’ “Ode to a Nightingale” will serve 
the purpose. 
“The Raven” appeals to the readers 
imagination with an initial force perhaps 
the greatest ever generated by any lyric; 
but the force soon dies away. I dare say 
that the first reading ot this poem has af­ 
fected more people with a stronger imagi­ 
native shock than any poem ever written 
in any language. The second reading, 
however, and every subsequent one, lessens 
the wonder and deadens the surprise with 
which we receive the work, until at last 
what at first appeared a miracle of poetic 
creation is reduced to the form and di­ 
mensions of a mere bit of verbal thauma- 
turgy. 
The “Ode to a Nightingale” is not so 
radical a surprise at first as “The Raven,” 
but its effect is sweeter, broader, fuller, and 
it grows with each reading. I recollect 
that I read it when I was a hoy, about the 
time that I first read “The Raven.” The 
latter haunted me tor a fortnight; the 
former still haunts me. I might read 
Keats’ “Ode” a hundred times a year with­ 
out appreciable loss of interest; but I find 
uo pleasure in reading “The Raven” now. 
I believe that this lias been the experience 
of almost every student of poetry. The 
initial force of a work of art may be tre­ 
mendous, and yet transitory, ephemeral. 
In such a case the influence will be a 
flurry; but where the force is continuous 
the influence will be unchangeable. 
“The Raven” is a romance entirely out­ 
side of life; the “Ode to a Nightingale” 
is a romance entirely inside of life. The 
appeal of one is extrinsic; that of the 
other is intrinsic. Poe requires us to 
sympathize with the supernatural, while 
Keats imparts to us a supernatural influ 
ence drawn from the innermost veins of 
nature. Poe induces a fantastic mood, 
Keats communicates a genuine human ex­ 
perience charged with the very essences of 
youthful longing and youthful melan­ 
choly. 
Poe offers us pseudo-romance, 
Keats gives us the genuine romance of 
life; we tire of one as of a wonderful 
trinket, but the other is a living, unfading, 
perennial delight. 
This brings us to the secret of longevity 
in the products of art. No doubt “The 
Raven” will live as long as Keats’ “Ode;” 
but there will be this difference between 
the lives of the two poems : “The Raven” 
will live as a work to be read once and 
enjoyed once by each reader, while the 
“Ode” will be read and re-read by every 
one who loves the sweetest order of lyrical 
art. The secret of longevity, then, is to 
be found in mere initial force—the effect 
of a first reading^ but the uniform per­ 
sistence of initial torce is the exponent of 
true art value. 
Measured by the composite standard that 
I have suggested, what seven lyrics, of not 
over two hundred lines in length, are the 
best ever written? 
If it is so easy to compile an anthology, 
why shall any person hesitate to point out 
the lyric septuarv which shall be crowned 
with the wreath of pre-eminence? I am 
aware that this may look like a willful 
digging at the sacred roots of criticism ; 
but the fact is the old plant needs mulch­ 
ing. Too much attention to “fads” has led 
our understanding astray, and we are edu­ 
cating the rising generation to be lad- 
chasers. Yesterday ii was Tolstoi, to-day 
it is Ibsen, to-morrow who will it be? Any 
person who can shock us for a moment. 
The antidote for this diseased state of the 
critical mind is for each critic to try his 
hand at making an anthology of the best 
seven poems, or a collection of the best 
seven novels. Nothing will so quickly 
tone up the judgment and stimulate the 
vision; or, if it does not, it will, at least, 


show each sincere experimenter how ridic­ 
ulously uncritical and foolish has been all 
t lis gush over a poor old blase Russian 
aud a petty Swedish pessimist. 
Hunting the Coon. 
There is but one way of hunting the 
coon. Hunted only at night, to follow 
him the boldest rider must dismount, yet 
he who risks neck and limbs, or melts or 
freezes for sport s sake, and deems no sport 
manly that has not a spice of danger or 
discomfort in it, must not despise this hum­ 
ble pastime for such reason. 
On leaving the nighwav that leads near­ 
est to the hunting-ground, the way of the 
coon hunters takes them, in darkness or 
feeble lantern light, over rough and uncer­ 
tain footing, till the corn field’s edge is 
reached and the dogs cast off. Away go 
the hounds, their course only indicated by 
the rustling of the corn leaves as they 
range through the field, until one old truth- 
teller gives tongue on the trail of BFer 
Coon, Who. perhaps, has brought his whole 
family out on a nocturnal picnic. The 
hounds sweep straight away, in full cry, 
on the hot scent to hill or swamp, where 
their steadfast haying proclaims that the 
game is treed. 
The follows a pell-mell scramble toward 
the musical uproar. Stones, cradle knolls, 
logs, stumps, mud holes, brambles and all 
the inanimate enemies that lie in wait for 
man when he hastens in the dark, combine 
to trap, bump, bruise, sprain, scratch and 
bemire the hurrying hunters. 
Then when all have gathered at the cen­ 
ter of attraction, where the excited hounds 
are raving about the boll of some great 
tree, the best and boldest climber volun­ 
teers to go aloft into the upper darkness 
and shake the quarry down or shoot him 
if may be. If he succeeds in accomplish­ 
ing the difficult task, what a melee ensues 
when the coon crashes through the branches 
to the ground and becomes the erratic 
center of the wild huddle of dogs and men. 
l'ewer voices never broke the stillness of 
night with sounds more unearthly than 
the medley of raging, yelping aud growl­ 
ing, cheering and vociferous orders given 
forth by dogs, coon and hunters, while 
hillside and woodland toss to aud fro a 
more discordant badinage of echo. 
The coon is not a great beast, but a 
tough and sharp-toothed one, who carries 
beneath his gray coat and fat ribs a stout 
heart and wonderful vitality; and a tussle 
with a veteran of the tribe of corn-field 
robbers tests the pluck of dogs and the 
coolness of men. 
If the coon takes refuge in a tree too 
tall and limbless for his pursuers to climb, 
there is nothing for them but to keep 
watch and ward till daylight discovers 
him crouched in his lofty perch. 
A huge fire enlivens the long hours of 
guard-keeping. A foraging party repairs 
to the nearest corn-field for roasting ears, 
and the hunters shorten the slow night 
tide with munching scorched corn, sauced 
by joke and song and tales of the coon 
hunts of bv-gone years. 
The waning moon throbs into view above 
a serrated hill-crest, then climbs the sky, 
while theshadows draw east ward, then palés 
in the dawn, and when it is a blotch of 
white cloud in the zenith, a sunrise gun 
welcomes day and brings the coon tumbling 
to earth. Or, perhaps not a coon, but some 
vagrant house cat, is the poor reward of 
the long watch. Then the weary hunters 
plod homeward to breakfast and the nail­ 
ing of their trophies to the barn door. 
When the sweet acorns, dropping in the 
frosty night,tempt the coon to a later feast, 
there is as good sport and primer peltry. 
In any of the nights wherein this sport 
may be pursued, the man of lazy mold and 
contemplative mind loves best the hunt 
deemed unsuccessful by the more ardent 
hunters, when the hounds strike the trail of 
a wandering fox and carry the tide of wild 
music, flooding and ebbing our valley and 
hilltop, while the indolent hunter reclines 
at ease, smoking his pipe and listening, 
content to let more ambitious hunters 
stumble over ledges and wallow through 
swamps in pursuit of the elusive coon.— 
Forest and Stream.

Origin of Our Constitution. 
Sir Henry Maine, comparing our Con­ 
stitution with European Governments, and 
especially with that of England under 
George III., finds some striking analogies, 
and, neglecting to take into consideration 
the constitutional development on this 
side of the Atlantic previous to 1787, and 
forgetting apparently that “no amount of 
analogy between two systems can by itself 
prove the actual derivation of one from 
the other,” concludes that these analogies 
indicate imitation. Had he attended to 
the spirit of the time, or followed the 
process of formation of the Constitution, 
which I find no reason to infer that he has 
done, he must have modified his view. 
Imitation is due either to a strong par­ 
tiality for the past, or to indolence, neither 
of which was characteristic of the mem­ 
bers of the Convention. They were earn­ 
est, intelligent men, fully conscious of the 
peculiarity of their position and the im­ 
portance of their task. Some among them 
even anticipated with prophetic insight 
the influence of their success or failure on 
the future Governments of Europe. To 
the past, except of their own country, 
they were, as the very fact of thdr having 
crossed the ocean implies, not bound by 
any strong ties. 
The stirring times through which the 
country had lately passed could not fail to 
impress the men of the period with the 
importance of their own land. The bitter­ 
ness of the late conflict was still too 
strongly felt to permit them to look with 
much love on the Euglish form of rule. 
Although one of the members of the con­ 
vention complains that they were “eternally 
troubled with arguments and precedents 
from the British Government,” the very 
fact that the opponents of the proposed 
constitution hoped, by pointing cut analo­ 
gies to the English system, to prejudice the 
people against it and cause its rejection, is 
of itself a proof of the attitude of oppo­ 
sition to British institutions. Of the laws 
and customs of other lands, the majority of 
the convention cannot be supposed to have 
made a careful study. But it was not a 
want of knowledge, so much as the con­ 
viction on the part of the leading men of 
the general applicability of European 
precedents which led to their rejection.— 
Dr. J. II. Robinson.

BONNY’S THRILLING STORY. 
Because the truth belongs to civiliza­ 
tion, whatever it is concerning the Bart- 
telot scandal and the Stanley rear guard 
ought to come out and lie exposed to the 
full blaze of public scrutiny. Because it 
will have an important bearing upon the 
selection of men to fit out exploriug expe­ 
ditions and command them in the future, 
the truth should be known about the fated 
guard at Yambuya. 
We have believed from the outset that 
Barttelot was, whether insane or merely 
brutal, guilty of the charges laid at the 
door of his memory. It is a cruel thing, 
in most cases, to assail the dead, to stir 
scandal about lives that cannot be heard 
in defense. But something is due also to 
the living, and everything is due to the 
truth. When Bcmny besought Walter 
Barttelot not to drag his brothers body 
from liis grave, it was a warning that 
should have been heeded, but was not. 
The Barttelot family insisted that Stan­ 
ley’s miid references to the Major were in­ 
famous lies and cruel calumny. The fam­ 
ily therefore challenged the establishment 
of the truth, and trampled upon the veil 
of charity Stanley sought to draw across 
the terrible scenes at Yambuya. 
Now comes William Bonnv, the only 
living English officer of the rear column, 
aud tells his story in the columns of the 
London Times. He lays bare all the inhu­ 
manity and cruelty of Barttelot and sweeps 
away all remaining doubt concerning that 
officer’s conduct, which it is charity to 
assume was the result of the promptings 
of insanity—if not, then of the most devil­ 
ish spirit that ever possessed a human 
being. 
Dr. Bonny’s story is too long to repeat 
here—reference to its main features must 
suffice to inform the public mind. Bonny 
testifies that Barttelot was as cruel, inhu­ 
man, jealous and fiendish as Assad Farren 
asserts. He did delight in indicting the 
most severe cruelties upon the natives. 
He did attempt to give Selim Ben Mon- 
tained, a nephew of Tippu Tib, deadly 
poison. He did seize a native woman and 
fasten his teeth into her flesh, and but for 
Bunny’s interposition would have been 
brained upon the spot. 
It was the Major’s liabit to stand before 
the natives and show his gleaming white 
teeth, and to gnash them in order, he 
said, to cow the savages. He kicked the 
little boy, Soudi, rejieatedly in the most 
Cruel manner and finally struck him a 
terrific blow upon the forehead and kicked 
him on the body, from the effects of which 
the lad died. 
Concerning the death of the mission 
boy, John Henry, Bonny says Barttelot 
flogged him cruelly for not interpreting 
as the Major thought lie should. The 
lioy had Barttelot’s revolver in his posses­ 
sion, and fleeing from liis master’s wrath 
ran to another village and there sold it to 
buy food. A Soudanese guard brought the 
boy back, and Barttelot ordered him shot, 
but Bonny told him Henry was too valu­ 
able as au interpreter, and thus saved him 
for a time. Barttelot then declared that 
he would at least cut off the boy’s ears, 
but desisted when Bonny asked how the 
story of such cruelty would read in the 
English and American papers. 
Three days after the boy was marched 
out of the guard-house, and in the pres­ 
ence of the whole garrison Barttelot sen­ 
tenced him to lie shot. The men became 
greatly excited, and thereat Barttelot told 
Bonny he did not intend to more ilian 
frighten the boy. 
On the following morning at daylight Henry 
was marched out and tied to a post. Four big 
Foudauese. not cne of them under six feet in 
hight, were selected to administer the punish­ 
ment. Each man was to deliver seventy-five 
tushes. Henry never uttered a sound after the 
first thirty iasbes. as he became iusensible to 
pain. This scene was the most horrible I eTer 
saw. Mortification set in. the man's fiesh fell 
off in pieces to the ground, and his bodv 
swelled to twice its ordinary size. Within 
twenty-four hours Henry died. 
Bonny says it is true that he had cap­ 
tured eight women and a child and was 
trying to sell them to a native tribe, to 
open up trade with them. Good nature 
prevailed, and no harm was intended to the 
captives. Suddenly Barttelot stiode up 
with a pocket-knife in his hand, and, with­ 
out a word, stabbed Chief Ungunga. Con­ 
fusion followed, and Bonny released the 
captives and soon after dressed the wound 
of the Chief. Bonny calls on Lieutenant 
Troup to verify this incident. 
July 15, 1SSS, Bonny entered the village 
in which Barttelot was subsequently killed. 
A house was given to him, and Abdullah 
Koroni, the Chief, ministered to his hun­ 
ger. All was quiet and good feeling. On 
the 17th Major Barttelot arrived, whom 


he had not seen since June 23d, when the 
Major left him in the forest to go to Stanley 
Falls to buy chains for the slaves he in­ 
tended to secure. 
The moment Barttelot entered the vil­ 
lage he demanded sixty slaves, bunches of 
bananas, palm oil, etc, to be delivered at 
once. The Chief answered that he could 
not comply, as his people had mostly fled, 
tearing the white-faced strangers. Bartte­ 
lot thereupon roundlv abused the Chief­ 
tain and threatened destruction to the vil­ 
lage. 
The next day was when little Soudi was 
kicked to death and the Manvema woman 
bitten. The same night Barttelot killed a 
native, the comrade of Sanga, as he 
charged him with having shot at him some 
weeks before. He went about the village 
with a steel-pointed staff, stabbing the 
flesh of the negroes, until a mob turned 
upon him, and Bonny had to rush in and 
knock Barttelot down in order to save his 
life, as the act led the natives to think 
that Bonny was punishing Barttelot. That 
night the natives fired guns all night to 
express their hatred of Barttelot. On the 
morning of the 19th the Major issued from 
his house to stop the firing and the beat­ 
ing of drums, and proceeded to beat a 
woman with his revolver and his fist and 
to kick her, whereupon a shot was fired 
and Barttelot met his death. 
Bonny says Barttelot did plan to start 
an expedition of his own, but Bonny op­ 
posed him and dared him to carry off any 
of the ammunition for that purpose with­ 
out Stanley’s orders. Bartielot’s plan was 
to go to Kibero and join Captain Casati, 
under the plea that lie believed Stanley to 
be dead or beseiged. 
As to the story of cannibalism, Bonny 
partly verifies it. Jameson was, in his 
opinion, guilty. Jameson’s own servants 
told him of it, as did many other wit­ 
nesses, : nd Jameson himself showed him 
the sketches he had made of the girl 
chained to the guard; the executioner 
plunging his knife into her body ; the rush 
of the cannibals and the dismemberment 
and cutting up of the body, aud the cook­ 
ing of the parts. 
Bonny expresses the belief that Barttel- 
Iot was insane. It may be, but it happens 
that stories of his cruelty are coming to 
light when he was a lad, when he was a 
junior officer on a foreign station, when 
he was in service on shipboard, and of his 
cold and heartless moods even when Stan­ 
ley was in command on the way up the 
Aruwimi. 
Stanley’s criticism of Bonny is that he 
should have bound Barttelot and have 
sent him to the coast. But Bonny says 
that to have done that was to insure 
Barttelot’s death at the hands of the na­ 
tives, and he did not want Barttelot’s 
blood upon his hands ; besides, he was bis 
superior officer, and the restraints of rank 
are very strong among well-disciplined 
men. 
CHOOSING SENATORS AND 
IDENT. 
THE PBES- 


We have had occasion to commend much 
of the platform of the Farmers’ Alliance. 
One of the planks demands that United 
States Senators, the President and Vice­ 
President shall be elected by the direct 
vote of the people. The question is a well- 
defined one, and by no means new. 
The R ecord-L'nion some months ago, 
when the question was prominent in the 
public mind, expressed grave doubts of the 
policy proposed, and suggested a plan for 
selecting Senators it still deems infinitely 
superior to the direct vote. The plan is to 
wholly free the election of members of the 
Legislature from any and all relation to 
the choosing of Senators, by establishing a 
State Electoral College. The idea put 
forth is to have counties or districts select 
Electors for such College, and in it to bal­ 
lot for United States Senators. It would 
avoid the objection to the direct vote that 
congested populations would hold too great 
power in the matter, and would preserve 
the representative character of the Sen- 
atorship. 
The intention of the fathers of the Re­ 
public was, unquestionably, to separate the 
choosing of Senators from the election of 
other officials. But only in part has this 
scheme succeeded, and for obvious reasons. 
Nevertheless, the Senate is a check-rein in 
the scheme of government, and prevents 
what would be ill results, were the whole 
legislative body of the Federal Union 
liable to be broken up every few years by 
public upheavals such as the country re­ 
cently experienced. 
The popular branch of the national 
legislature is subject to very sudden 
changes, but if they extended to the upper 
house, we should be in infinite danger of 
such radical upturning of policies as to 
involve the peace of the country and un­ 
settle, very seriously, the commercial in­ 
terests, while there would always be such 
a degree of uncertainty concerning na 
tional policies as to make trade and in­ 
dustry liable to unrest, and exceedingly 
timorous, and hence there would be but 
slow progress along their lines. 
A contemporary has said that even a 
bad governmental policy, steadily adhered 
to, would be better for the nation than 
frequent and radical changes. The wis­ 
dom of that utterance cannot be ques­ 
tioned. We are, therefore, to hesitate 
long before we undo ’.he plan of the 
tounders of the < iovernn.ent, whose mar­ 
vellous prescience is more . nd more made 
manifest as the Republic advances in 
years. They had in view stability of the 
Federal power, and foresaw the dangers of 
radical changes, and of elections bv which 
great centers of population might role the 
nation. 
The uncertainty of existence in admin­ 
istrative policies in some of the Latin 
States of Spanish America, which are 
often undergoing revolutionary upheavals, 
ought to teach us a lesson emphasizing the 
value of having but one house of Congress 
chosen by direct vote, and of conserving 
the stability of the Senate and Adminis­ 
tration. 
It is replied that the length of the Sena­ 
torial term is sufficient guarantee of sta­ 
bility, calmness, conservative legislation, 
and ability to ascertain the cooler desires 
of the people. If, however, there is so 
radical a change effected in the system of 
choosing Senators as the Alliance pro­ 
poses, it will serve as an entering wedge 
for further radical modifications and even 
the tenure of Senatorship would be placed 
in possible danger. 
Where two great political parties are so 


evenly divided as are the chief parties of 
the present, the liability exists of sudden 
and great fluctuation in the character of 
the lower house of CaDgress. Whatever, 
therefore, contributes to keep the Senate 
free from sach fluctuation, tends to con­ 
serve stability and calm and wiser legisla­ 
tion. 
But do similar reasons apply to the pro­ 
posed selection of the President and Vice­ 
President by direct vote? We believe 
that they do, and that the election of the 
Chief Magistrate in that manner would 
tend to concentrate too great power in the 
chief centers of population, and thus ren­ 
der the Presidential office the creature of 
the thickly-settled sections, and independ­ 
ent of responsibility to the State as a mem­ 
ber to the Union. 
New York, Boston, Philadelphia and 
Chicago, or perhaps any two of them 
might he able to dictate who should be­ 
come Chief Magistrate ; metropolitan in­ 
terests and demands would override those 
more widely distributed, and thus another 
check wisely interposed by the fathers to 
instability and radical change would be 
removed. 
Commercial and manufacturing interests 
cluster about and create great populous 
centers, and gain immense power whenever 
they wish in legislative and official posts. 
To give to them the power the proposed 
change would tend to do, would be to take 
from the widely-distributed agricultural 
interests their power in determining na­ 
tional policies. The adoption of the plan 
would, therefore, he absolutely suicidal on 
the part of the very influences that com­ 
pose the Farmers’ Alliance. 
The Electoral College preserves the 
more evenly distributed representation of 
the expressed will of the people in the 
choice of a President, though it may be, 
and often is true, that the office is tilled 
by a plurality of what is termed the pop­ 
ular vote. But this too wa3 foreseen by 
the fathers, and it did not swerve them 
from their wise purpose in making the 
Presidential office more broadly repre­ 
sentative than it could be if filled by a 
direct vote. 
These very simply and plainly stated 
views, purposely simple, direct and free 
from any possible liability of misappre­ 
hension, are not made without fully 
understanding all the reasons that are ad­ 
vanced by the proponents of the scheme 
endorsed by the Farmers’ Alliance. 
The 
arguments set forth in support of its 
plan are old and have been so often re­ 
peated that it is not at all necessary to re­ 
capitulate them. 
Less frequently are the 
reasons operating in favor of the present 
methods repeated. 
The people of the United States are 
slow to change constitutional schemes. 
The great current of American thought is 
conservative; the troubled surface is not 
always indicative of the depths of the 
national heart. When it comes to com­ 
mitting to a few great centers of population 
the power to name the President and Vice­ 
President of the nation, we are confident 
that the national heart will protest, and 
that the strongest of human motives, self­ 
interest and self protection, will become so 
assertive as to stay the hand that would 
loose the bonds which now secure us-the 
stability under which we have become a 
first power of the world.

ERRORS IN THE NEW YORK BALLOT 
LAW. 
New York made a mistake in her new 
election law in adopting the blank ballot 
as one of the ballots that may be used. 
The blank ballot is one containing only 
the list of offices to be filled. Experience 
at the late election shows that very few 
blanks were used, aud those cast were evi­ 
dently put in through error. It is now 
proposed to abandon the blank as a useless 
part of law. It simply encumbers the 
voter with an extra sheet of paper. Voters 
will not take the time to write out their 
full tickets, and even if they should, very 
few, indeed, will fill them correctly. 
New York made another error in fixing 
the basis for independent nominees too low- 
and in providing that independents may 
demand a full set of ballots. Under the 
law, whoever secures 300 signatures of in­ 
dorsement for a municipal office in New 
York city, or 100 for a Congressional 
nomination, can hive a full set of ballot9 
printed by the Slate to contain his name, 
and even more than a full set, if he de­ 
sires to associate his nomination with 
others. 
It would be better to print the names of 
independent candidates in a separate col­ 
umn upon the general ballot; certainly it 
is a serious error to permit the independ­ 
ent candidate to order as many series of 
ballots as he may desire to create combi­ 
nations. A candidate who is nominated 
by a regular party and also independently, 
ought to be required to stand upon one or 
the other nomination. We are jealous of 
all such complications as under the New 
York law are made possible, for their 
tendency is to involve the reform ballot 
system and to disgust the people with it. 
W hat we want here is the simplest pos­ 
sible system that will secure absolute 
secresy of the ballot, give the largest lifc- 
ertv to the citizen to become a candidate 
. 
* 
and that will at the same time prevent 
frauds upon the ballot-box, and render co­ 
ercion, intimidation and purchase least 
likely.

WmTESS IN THE GLACKEN CASE 
CHARGED WITH PERJURY. 


But the Witness Slips Out of the Court­ 
room Before Arrested- Proceed­ 
ings In the Murder Case. 


Tbe examination of the case of the Peo­ 
ple against J. J. Glacken and Charles 
Fisher, charged with the murder of Antone 
Menke, was resumed yesterday morning 
in Justice Devine's Court. The first wit­ 
ness called was F. W. Menke, who was on 
the stand when the Court adjourned on 
the preceding evening. He was cress ex­ 
amined by Mr. Johnson, who asked him if 
he told a man named McGregor, after the 
witness' brother was killed, that he wculd 
kill Glacken on sight. 
Before Mr. Bruner could object the wit­ 
ness answered “no." 
Mr. Bruner, however, objected to any 
such questions, on the ground that any 
threat made by the witness or any other 
person other than the deceased was uot 
evidence in the case. 
Mr. Johnson argued that the testimony 
was admissible, as tending to show that 
the witness was prejudiced against the de­ 
fendant. 
The point was argned at length by A. J. 
Bruner and Mr. Johnson, the former citing 
authorities in support of his position. 
District Attorney Eiwood Bruner entered 
just then and participated in the discus­ 
sion.Justice Devine h e'd -that the question 
was admissible. (The witness had already 
replied in the negative.) 
The witness, in reply to another ques­ 
tion, said he entertained no particular ani­ 
mosity toward Glacken, but did not feel 
friendly enough to speak to him, and 
wanted no’Liug t > do with him. 
The prosecution next called Deputy 
Sheriff P. R. Beckley, who testified to hav­ 
ing served attachment papers on Glacken 
on the morning of the trugedyvand on his 
way back to the city met Aritone Menke, 
the deceased, on the road and had a con­ 
versation with him, but was not permitted 
to relate the conversation. 
The prosecution said it was merely de­ 
sired to identify the deceased, and also to 
describe the vehicle in which he was trav­ 
eling. 
The witness W33 permitted to describe 
tne man and vehicle, but was not al­ 
lowed to relate what conversation passed 
between them. 
Charles Flohr, the gunsmith, testified 
that on the day Menke was killed Glacken 
purchased of witness a 3S caliber Colt's re­ 
volver of the double action model. 
Thomas F. O'Brien testified that on the 
day of the shooting he saw Giacken, Fisher 
and deceased on the road in front ofGlack- 
en’a house, near Perkins. This was just 
before 6 o'clock in the evening, and witness 
was about leaving his place for town. 
Menke was in his cart on the side of the 
road, his body bent forward. Glacken was 
standing on the ground by the side of 
Menke's cart, and Fisher was standing by 
his side. Witness heard no loud or aDgry 
talking, and saying “Good evening, gentle­ 
men,' passed on his way down the road. 
Shortly afterward he heard a couple of 
shots, but paid no attention to them, as 
gunshots are frequently heard in that lo­ 
cality. The road was rough, and his ve­ 
hicle made considerable noise, so that the 
reports did not sound very loud, and he 
thought nothing of them. 
On cross-examination witness said he 
saw no person in the vicinity, but a little 
farther down the road he saw a drunken 
Indian. One of witness' Chinese work­ 
men, Ah H >ng, was about 100 yards be­ 
hind him in leaving the place; he was 
driving a team with a loaded wagon, and 
there were a couple of others helping him 
load.On re-direct examination witness said 
he did not know just how soon the China­ 
man left the house after him: witness sup­ 
posed he wss coming right along. There 
were four Chinamen in witness' employ. 
Sheriff McMullen produced the weapons 
taken from Glacken. Fisher and Menke, 
the deceased, and they were identified by 
Constable Fey. The Glacken pistol had 
two empty chambers and Menke’s four. 
Fisher's p'stol had not been discharged. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Mr. Fey continued bis testimony in tbe 
afternoon. “I found the body of Tony 
Menke on the road,' he said, “about ten 
feet from where bis cart stood. Fisher 
was lying on the other side of the road 
about forty-five feet from Menke's body. 
Menke was dead, and bis sbirt was on fire 
—the sleeve of the shirt. I found a gray 
duster in tbe road, and think it belonged 
to Menke. Glacken was lying about thirty 
feet from Menke in a westerly direction." 
On cross-examination Mr. Fey said he 
arrived at the scene of the shooting about 
three minutes after the tragedy occurred. 
Fifteen minutes later be was at Brighton 
telephoning for the Sheriff! 
“Now," said attorney Hiram Johnson, 
“did you at any time after the shooting see 
any Chinamen in that vicinity, on the rail­ 
road track or on the Toad0'' 
“No, sir, I did not," was the reply. 
"W ould you have seen any if they had 
been there.'" 
“I think I would.” 
Mr. Fey, continuing, said he found sev­ 
eral men. not Chinamen, at the scene of 
the shooting when he arrived, and he told 
them to remain there while he went to 
Brighton, as he knew they would be 
wanted as witnesses. The only person wit­ 
ness met on the way to Brighton was Geo 
Menke. Later the elder Menke put in an 
appearance, and tbe witness took hold of 
him . Glacken at that time had been taken 
away. 
"W hy did you take hold of him?” asked 
Mr. Johnson. 
District Attorney Bruner objected, but 
Judge Devine allowed the question. 
Mr. Fey then replied that be seized 
the elder Menke because tbe latter had a 
pistol in his hand. 
The witness went on to state, in answer 
to further questions, that he conversed 
with Glackeu immediately after the shoot 
ing.The prosecution objected to the witness 
giving the conversation, and. after the point 
was argued by both side, Judge Devine sus 
tained tbe objection. 
“When the Sheriff arrived," resumed tbe 
witness, “we went over to tbe elder 
Menke's house and got his pistol. We did 
that because we heard that a shot bad been 
discharged from it." The witness was ex­ 
plaining that he had been told that the 
elder Menke had shot at Glacken when the 
latter was being taken home, but the 
prosecution objected to it as being incom­ 
petent, and tbe Court sustained the ob­ 
jection. 
The witness was asked if, at the Coro-' 
ner's inquest, he had testified that Fisher 
told him that Tony Menke fired the first 
shot, but the prosecution objected again 
and the objection was sustained. 
In answer to questions from tbe Court 
Mr. Fey reiterated his former testimony 
with reference to seeing no Chinaman on 
the railread track. He added, however, 
that it was possible that persons may have 
been in the vicinity without his having 
seen them. 
Mr. Fey was excused from the witness- 
stand and the prosecution called Ah Mong, 
by whom it was expected to prove that 
Glacken was the aggressor in the trouble 
and had fired tbe first shot. It was on the 
statement of this witness, principally, that 
the charge of murder was placed against 
Glacken and Fisher. 
Mong declared that he could not talk 
English, so tbe District Attorney called 
upon Yee Bean to act as interpreter. The 
defense objected to this individual, for the 
reason that they did not consider him bon 
e3t, and tor the farther reason that they 
believed Ah Mong conid talk good English 
himself. 
Mong didn't “sabe" anything, however, 
and the Court decided that an interpreter 
would be necessary. Lin Chow, a teacher 
in the Chinese Mission was sent for, and 
proved acceptable to both sides. 
From the start there was trouble with 
Wong. His testimony was vague and un­ 
satisfactory, and he o'nly answered those 
questions that suited him. The attorneys 
on both sides of the case became exaspe­ 
rated trying to extract information from 
him. 


His testimony, as near as the interpreter 
could translate it, was about as follows : 
“I live on Fourth street, in this city, and am 
a cook by occupation. On the 15th of last 
September I was in Folsom, and on that 
day started to walk to this city. When I 
arrived about a mile from Perkins I heard 
shots. I was on the railroad track and saw 
a row on the road Dear by. I heard a voice 
say something lik e‘Your father wants to 
go home.’ and then a s“hot came. There 
were two buggies. Two men, a tall man 
and a lean man, were in one buggy, and 
one man in the other. One of the two in 
the first buggy was a tall man. I saw the 
tall man jum p out of his buggy first and 
shoot the man who was riding alone in the 
other buggy. The buggies had been com­ 
ing toward each other. When the tall man 
fired the lean man grabbed him. The tall 
man fired three shots altogether. Before 
he fired the second shot the lean man ran 
over and pulled the man who was alone 
out of his buggy." 
“How many shots were fired altogether?" 
asked Mr. Bruner. 
Mong replied in Chiuese. and the inter- 
pretei translated it thus : “Five altogether. 
The tall njaD fired three, aud the man who 
was atone fired one—” 
“No, two," interrupted Mong in the best 
of English. 
Everybody in the Court room laughed 
hearti y except ¡the witness, who realizing 
what a blunder he had made, looked very 
sheepish. The interpreter was promptly 
disnensed with, and Mong fiuisbel his ex­ 
amination in Euglisii. 
Continuing his testimony, Mong said: 
“After the lean man took hold of the tall 
man, the latter shot again at the man that 
was alone in the other buggy. Then the 
man that was alone pulled a pistol aud sbot 
at the ru8ii who had taken hold of tbe tall 
man, and then shot the fall man, and the 
tall man shot him again." 
The "tall man" referred to by the wit­ 
ness was understood as being Glacken, the 
“lean man," Fisher, and “the man alone,” 
as Menke. 
. 
On cross-examination the witness denied 
he ever knew Mr. Stevens of Allen Springs, 
or was ever employed by that gentleman.

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E. C. Hart, police officers Frank 
Higgins, or ex officer J. M. Sullivan. 
Attorney Grove L. Johnson then sub­ 
jected the witness to a vigorous question­ 
ing about the tragedy. 
The buegy in which the man that was 
alone tode, continued Mong, has four 
wheels. The buggy with the two men 
stopped first. The ¿all man fired the first 
and last shots. Tbe man that was alone 
did not fal! until the tall man had fired the 
last shot. After the shootiDg was all over 
the tall man fell, too. The third man ran 
away. I did not see any other men around, 
but saw three buggies on the road down 
near the station. I walked down to Per­ 
kins’ Station after the shooting. I did not 
tell anybody what I saw. Never told any­ 
body what I saw, never spoke of it until I 
came in and told Judge Devine about it. 
Nobody was with me when the shooting 
took place. After the shooting I did not 
see a man drive across the field and 
through the gate on the road. 
My 
American name is George Kee. I have do 
other American names. I know George 
Rider and Bart Cavanaugh. I went up to 
Folsom the night before the shooting, on 
the cars, to see my friend, Fon Lee Lung. 
I walked down because I wanted to stop at 
some of the Chinese camps on the way. 
The sun had gone down when the shootiDg 
occurred, but it was light enough to see a 
man sixty or seventy steps. The buggy 
that the man who was alone rode in had a 
top on it, but I don’t think the other did.” 
Assistant District Attorney Bruner asked 
the witness a number of questions on re­ 
direct examination. 
The defense then called City Attorney 
Hart, and the Chinaman was asked if he 
knew him. He replied in the affirmative. 
He denied, however, that he had ever told 
Mr. Hart that be had worked at Allen 
Springs, or that Mr. Stevens, of that place, 
owed him $30. He also denied that he 
had ever asked Mr. Hart to write to Mr. 
Stevens for the money ; also, that Mr. Hart 
had ever told him that Stevens had written 
back to the effect that he (the witness) had 
stolen 1,000 cigars from Stevens. 
This concluded W oD g’s examination, 
and then came the sensation of the day. 
Attorney Johnson, the elder, arose and, 
addressing the Court, said that in all his 
experience he had never beard such bare­ 
faced perjury as the Chinese witness had 
just committed. He asked that the Court 
order Ah Mong into the custody of the 
Sheriff immediately, and U at he (Mr. 
Johnson) would swear to the complaint. 
He considered it necessary that the China 
man should be arrested immediately as 
there was danger of his leaving town if he 
once got out. 
The District Attorney wanted to know on 
what evidence Mr. Johnson expected to 
convict the Chinaman of perjury. 
Mr. Johnson replied that be would take 
care of that. The evidence of O'Brien and 
others that were to follow would fully es­ 
tablish the fact that Ah Mong had sworn 
falsely—that he did not witness the shoot- 
tug at all. 
judge Devine said he would issue the or­ 
der for Ah Mong’s arrest—and then they 
looked for Mong. 
He had vanished. 
Officers were sent after tbe heathen, but 
no trace of him could be found. 
William Laine was (he next witness 
called by the prosecution. He testified 
that he was driving along the Brighton 
road with his brother on the day of the 
tragedy, when he heard some shooting 
ahead of him. Looking up he saw the 
flashes of two more shots. He saw Glacken 
standing in the road, beckoning him (the 
witness) to come up. He went up, and 
Glacken said: “Tony did it,” and then 
laid down. The flashes I saw were about 
three feet from the ground. They came 
from the north side of the road. When I 
stepped over to Tony he was gasping. He 
died while I stood there, without speaking 
a word. 
On cross examination Mr. Laine said he 
did not see a Chinaman on the railroad 
track, or anywhere in the vicinity. Glack­ 
en and Fisher rode in a cart, and there was 
no top to it. Tony Menke was in a cart, 
too, and there was no top to his vehicle 
either. “I reached the participants about a 
minute after the shooting occurred," said 
Mr. Laine. 
“Constable Fay came up very 
soon alter. 
The sun was still up at the 
time of the shooting, and there were no 
signs of darkness coming on." 
Witness did not count the shots fired, be 
cause they were too rapid. 
He did not 
know who fired the shots that he saw the 
flashes of, but when he ran up to where 
tbe tragedy occurred, he found Tony 
Menke lying on the north side of the road, 
where the flashes came from. 
It was nearly 0 o’clcck last evening when 
Laine finished his testimony, and then an 
adjournment was taken until this morning 
at 10 o’clock. 


The matter was debated at considerable 
length, and tbe claim was finally allowed 
by a unanimous vote. 
Mr. Greer offered a resolution that Coun­ 
ty Treasurer J. L. Huntoon bs authorized 
to prepare ths county financial statement 
for the past six months for publication and 
that the same be published once in the 
R e c o k pU n io n .

YAHTIHE’S WILD RIDE. 


HE WAS ON A MIDNIGHT SEARCH 
OLD MILK CANS. 
FOR 


Bat (.hanged His Mind and Went to a 
Country B all-H e Tells a 
Crooked Yarn. 


The trial of John Vantine, on a charge 
of torturing and injuring a horse belonging 
to Norsworthy A King, was concluded in 
the Police Court yesterday morning, and 
Judge Buckley found the defendant guilty. 
V hen the esse was called yesterday the 
prosecution placed two additional witnesses 
on the stand to testify as to the condition 
of the horse when it was found after Van- 
tine had got through with it. 
After the prosecution had finished, Van­ 
tine was called upon to make his defense, 
and he refused to go on the witness stand. 
He said he wanted one Joe Smith as a wit­ 
ness, to testify as to the manner in which 
he used the horse. The officers stated that 
they had been looking for Smith, but were 
unable to find him. 
Judge Buckley suggested that Vantine 
accompany the officers and try to find 
Smith before the Court adjourned’. Officer 
Simmons was detailed for tha duty, and in 
about fifteen minutes returned with the de­ 
sired witness, who was made a co-defendant 
with Vantine, he havtng accompanied the 
latter on that wild midnight ride. 
Smith testified that Vantine asked him 
to take a ride, and he accepted tbe invita­ 
tion. They got the buggy and horse about 
9 o’clock at night, and wpnt down the 
lower Stockton toad to the Union House, 
where they stepped and spent a couple of 
hours at a country ball in progress there. 
They got back about 2 o’clock the next 
morning, and Vantine let the witness out 
at Sixth and L streets. 
Smith said the horse was not driven 
hard, and that neither himself nor Vantine 
wete drunk, although they had several 
drinks and were accompanied by a large­ 
sized bottle of rye. 
In answer to questions by City Attorney 
Hart, he stated that they stopped at 
saloon on the road, and, after ordering 
drinks and cigars, jumpfd into the buggy 
and gave tbe horse a out with the whip, 
leaving the bartender to collect his money 
as best he could. 
By the time Smith had finished testify­ 
ing, Vantine had changed his mind, aiid 
he told the Court that he wished to testify. 
His request was readily granted, and City 
Attorney Hart smiled as he thought of the 
opportunity he would have to make the 
defendant explain himself. 
Vantine said, in substance: “I got Joe 
Smith, and we went to the Centra! Stables 
on Thanksgiving night and asked for a 
rig. I told the boss I was going down to 
Slack’s ranch to buy some old milk cans, 
and he gave us the horse end buggy with­ 
out any questions. We started down, and 
when I got to Eleventh and Y streets I 
changed my mind and decided to go to the 
ball at the Union House. We drove oat 
there, had a good time and then came back, 
reaching town about 2 o’clock. After 
leaving my partner at Sixth and L streets, 
I started up towards the stable with the 
horse aud hitched him at Eighth and J 
streets. I wanted to see a friend in the 
Clunie building, and when I got up there I 
fell asleep. That's why the horse was 
found there the next morning.” 
Vantine's answers to questions on cross­ 
examination made everybody in the Court­ 
room smile. He couldn't very well ex­ 
plain why he went down to buy milk-c.ins 
so late at night, nor could he explain what 
profit there would be in hiring a horse and 
buggy in order to go out and buy $2 worth 
of old cans. His purpose in visiting a 
friend in the Clnnie building was to see 
about securing work in the railroad shops. 
His visit was made at about 3 o’clock in 
the morning. 
Judge Buckley found Vantine guilty. 
He said that although there was no direct 
testimony to the effect that the horse had 
been misused, yet the condition of the 
animal when found was such as would re­ 
sult from fast driving, and it was cruel 
treatment to allow the horse, after being 
heated, to stand in the cold night air for 
five hours. 
Smith was discharged, as it was evident 
from the testimony that Vantine did all 
the driving and hired the rig. Sentence 
will be pronounced to day on Vantine.

The line of coast extending northward 
from the mouth of the Tees to Seaham and 
Bishop W earmouth is so pretty and so 
pleasantly diversified in character that it 
seems odd it should have escaped descrip­ 
tion. 
It may be well that it is so; for per­ 
haps the best thing that can happen to 
those of us who love quiet in these un­ 
easy days of travel is to have the beauties 
of our own particular neighborhood left 
unsung. 
Certainly, in the last century, the little 
port of Hartlepool and the huge limestone 
caverns of Blackball which lie some few 
miles further north were visited by one 
who was first among Englishmen to ob­ 
serve and describe the beauties of natural 
scenery—the poet Gray. 
W hat he says, 
w riting in 1765, is this: 
“I have been 
for two days at Hartlepool to taste the 
waters, and do assure you nothing can lie 
salter and bitterer and nastier and better 
for you. 
I am delighted with the place. 
There are the finest walks and rocks and 
caverns and dried fishes and all manner of 
small inconveniences a man can wish.” 
And, again, to another correspondent, 
he writes a little later o n : “The rocks, the 
sea and the weather, these more than made 
up to me the want of bread and the want 
of water, t\v , capital defects, but of which 
I learned from the inhabitants not to be 
sensible. 
Tney live on the refuse of their 
own fish m arket, with a few potatoes and a 
reasonable quantity of geneva six days in 
the week, and I have nowhere seen a 
taller, more robust and hea'.thy ra c e ; 
every house full of ruddy, broad-faced 
children ; nobody dies but of drowning and 
old age.” 
Things are sadly changed there since 
then.no doubt, but even now, so long after, 
the description holds good in great meas­ 
ure. 
The ruddy children, the caves and 
rocks, the hardy pilots, the dried cod and 
the geneva are all still there, pretty much 
as they were when seen by the poet in the 
early days of good old King George III. 
'■ At the time of our story they were in the 
full swing of their untarnished glory, and 
to the delights of geneva were added those 
of cognac and tobacco, openly landed and 
freely dispensed by smugglers. 
The nar­ 
row chares and wvnds swarmed to over­ 
flow w ith troops of sturdy bare-legged 
urchins. A maze of clothes-lines bespanned 
the crooked ways—oilskins and jerseys 
fluttering gavly aloft in the brisk rush of 
east wind, as it swept madly up some blind 
alley or funnel like cv.l de sac. 
Gay petti­ 
coats (like sacred oriflammes) hung de­ 
pendent from many an attic wiudow, while 
in the lane below was a merry and cease­ 
less babble of divers tongues and lan­ 
guages— 
And on the broken pavem ent, here and there, 
Doth uia..y a stiukinc sp at and herring lie; 
A brandy and tob ;eco shop is near, 
And hens and dogs and hogs are feeding by . 
And here a sailor's jacket hangs to dr\ , 
" 
At every door are sunburnt m aidens teen 
M ending old nets to catch the scaly fry. 
The year 1740 was remarkable for at­ 
mospheric disturbances. 
It came in with 
a frost the like of which had not been 
known in England for thirty-one years; a 
frost of such great strength that the 
Thames was frozen over, and of such long 
continuance that a man, writing on the 
17th of April, says: “This day, for the first 
time, spirits rose to the point of warmth.” 
W hat his spirits were, and what his point 
of warmth, I know not; but whatever their 
precise meaning, his remarks point evi­ 
dently to prolonged and unusual cold. 
Violent and destructive 
thunderstorms 
marked the course of the summer from be­ 
ginning to end. 
November was ushered 
in Viy one of the most furious and fatal 
gales of the century. 
Between Boston and 
Lynn sixty ships and upward lav wrecked. 
A t W hitby the damage done both at sea 
and ashore was incredible, and from the 
F irth of Forth to the mouth of the Thames 
scarcely a port or fishing village escaped 
without damage and loss of life. 
The morning cf All Saints broke mild 
and calm—unusually so for the time of 
year—and all Hartlepool was early astir, 
as to-day they were to celebrate the 
capture of Portobello by Admiral Vernon 
and the return to their homes of four 
young townsmen who bad taken a part in 
that gallant action on board 
Captain 
Trevor’s ship, the Strafford. 
The revels were led by H r. John Hed- 
worth, who had ridden in over night from 
his house in the country to do honor to the 
town of which he was Mayor and grace 
the' feast with his presence. 
T ill noon all 
went merrily enough, and the crowd was 
gathered on the town moor, to see the 
roasting of an ox. 
l^ n se columns of 
smoke from the 
crackling fagots -hot 
straight up into the thick autum nal haze. 
Low sunshine lay on sea aud lan d ; be­ 
lated gnats aud midges danced gavly up 
and down in the grateful rays. 
Vet, for 
all this, old tars and weatherwise salts 
bent their gaze steadily seaward. 
And 
rum or soon had it that a storm was at 
hand. 
Nor was rumor far w rong; for 
half an hour later the blazing fire was ex­ 
tinguished by a deluge of icy rain, and of 
that throng on the moor all were swept 
away before the fury of the blast, to seek 
shelter in low-lying streets and closes, at 
the back of the town wall, by the little 
pilot pier. 
Not one soul of them now re­ 
mained on the moor, but only the poor 
lialf-roasted, half-sodden ox, creaking and 
swinging on his spit, like some highway­ 
man in his gibbet chains. 
So lately the 
idol and hope of the mob, now a forgotten 
and forsaken cinder! 
In the towu below men dodged the Hy­ 
ing slates and tiles, and hardy women, be- 
shawled and hooded, stood out in sheltered 
nooks to see the swirl of the tide and the 
chance of a wreck—wrecks, in that day, 
possessing an interest they have quite lost 
in this. 
For with the actual excitement 
and flurry of the event was then ever 
mixed delightful anticipation of blessings 
in store. 
Salvation of life was the last 
thing thought of—* cargo of French 
brandy was perhaps the first. But if brandv 
was not forthcoming, why, then, they 
would do with sherry. And sherry, sure 
enough, they did with that day, for a 
¡Spanish brigantine flew in before the hur­ 
ricane out of the darkness and spindrift 
seaward, aud in ten minutes after she was 
first sighted had dashed herself to pieces 
on the cruel ridge of rock at the harbor 
mouth. 
Down ran the rummaging, ran­ 
sacking mob, rifling the dead and dying, 
and falling w ith a fury like that of the 
storm itself on all they could lay hold of. 
T heir greed of drink was insatiable. Of 
one man it ¡8 handed down to this day 
that, pulling oil' his trousers and tying 
them up at the waist, he dipped them in a 
broached sherry cask, and bore them off in 
trium ph over his back, full, inflated like 
the pig-skin of a wine seller! 
AVhat an ending to a day so auspiciously 
begun! 
AVhat a miserable scene of degra­ 
dation ; 
men, dead drunk, lying helpless 
among men really dead !

But for the sots who lay 
among them their soberer comrades did 
show some care, hauling them up out of 
harm ’s wav, above the reach of the flowing 
tide. 
And they were left, in the darkness 
and drift, to recover their reason and their 
legs.

For two nights strict watch was kept 
round the yawning grave in the church­ 
yard, men relieving one another by turns, 
with a flare-up cf resinouschips in an open 
iron cage. 
On the third day, at sunset, 
the great bell tolled with heavy boom 
across tbe bay, and the street was thronged 
to see Graciosa borne to her lover’s side. 
Girls in white strewed bay leaves before 
her, and they sang psalms as they moved 
slowly up the hilly street. At the gate they 
were met by Mr. (Jrookhain, who read the 
prayers for the dead so simply aud so feel­ 
ingly that there was not one diy eye left 
among that vast concourse of mourners. 
A tombstone was set up at the public 
cost to mark the spot of consecrated earth 
where tbe bodies la y ; 
and those who 
choose may vet go to the wind-swept 
churchyard on the cliff and see for them­ 
selves the simple epitaph that records the 
faithful loves and piteous fates of Peter 
Gray and Graciosa.— M urray’s Magazine. 


S tro n g G allo p s H urt S ta k e H orses. 
Several American trainers might derive 
a good deal of benefit from a letter in a

much less frequently spriDg from horses 
who are sent a strong gallop over the 
course on the day next preceding the race. 
The fact th at many trainers regularly sub­ 
ject horses to it would seem to imply that 
their charges are not thoroughly prepared 
before leaving their stables, or that the 
trainer ofteu overlooks, in his feverish 
anxiety to have a horse lit, the equally im­ 
portant requirem ent of freshness. 
Now, 
the daily training reports reveal that 
Memoir went a mile steadily on M onday 
and was not on the course for a strong 
gallop on Tuesday morning, when Sainfoin 
and R ight Away went a mile and a half 
at a fast pace, accompanied by Blue Green 
and Gonsalvo.

CUSTOMS D U T IE S. 


R e p o rt o f S u p erv isin g A g e n t T in g le on 
th e S u b ject. 
W a sh in g to n, December 5:h.—Supervis­ 
ing Special Agent Tingle, in his annual re­ 
port, says : 
“ W hile in attendance on the Conference 
of Consuls-General of the United States in 
Europe, called to consider the practical 
working of the Customs administrative 
law, I was strongly impressed with the 
wisdom and necessity of a stringent en­ 
forcement of the Act. 
Had further proof 
been needed, it would have been found in 
the publications in the European press ad­ 
m itting that the invoices were systemati­ 
cally and intentionally under-valued, aud 
deploring tile 
tbat under the new- pro­ 
visions of the law ihess jvasious could no 
longer be safelv continued. 
“It has also been brought prom inently to 
m y notice, that while citizens of these 
countries were enjoying large profits upon 
their deceptive and illicit importations into 
the United States, American products were 
unreasonably and invidiously prescribed 
and made to feel the rigor of their comm er­ 
cial laws.” 
Ting'e expressed the opinion ihat more 
than half of the prepared opium consumed 
in this country during the past six years 
had been smuggled. It is believed; he says, 
that the internal revenue tax of not more 
than $5 prr pound on a prepared article of 
crude opium to be admitted free, and a 
'fcorresponding duty upon smoking opium 
imported, would practically pat au end to 
smuggling,

Spooner interrupted him to say that "the dom i­ 
ciliary clause had been struck out by the com­ 
mittee. 
Grav replied lhat it was in the bill as re­ 
ported. 
Hoar explained that it was in by mistake. 
After considerable desultory discussion Gor­ 
m an moved to have the bill reprinted. No ac­ 
tion was taken, and Gray retained the floor. 
Morgan offered a resolution,w hich w ent over, 
calling cn the Attorney-General for a statem ent 
of the names, residence and dates oi appoiut- 
m ent of Chief Supervisors of Election now in 
oflice in each judicial district.
